WHITMAN  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 

The  Public  Library  has  felt  keenly  the  cut  in  appropria- 
tions at  the  last  annual  meeting.  For  such  an  institution  to 
flourish  and  maintain  the  vigorous  growth  desired  for  it  by 
all  lovers  of  literature  and  friends  of  education,  a  constant 
supply  of  new  books,  its  very  life  blood,  is  indispensable. 
Now,  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds,  only  a  small  number  of 
books  has  been  bought  this  year.  A  statement  which  must 
cause  regret  to  all  who  have  at  heart  the  best  interests  of  the 
town,  and  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  part  that  easy  access 
to  good  reading  plays  in  serving  those  interests. 

That  its  library  should  be  up  to  date  is  a  proper  cause  for 
pride  to  any  community.  That  ours  has  scarcely  been  so  the 
past  year,  owing  to  the  small  appropriation  must  be  admitted. 
Patrons  have  complained  of  it,  the  librarians  have  deplored 
it,  the  trustees  have  done  all  in  their  power  to  offset  it,  by 
exercising  the  greatest  care  and  discrimination  in  selecting 
such  books  as  they  were  able  to  acquire.  It  is  Hkely  that 
the  general  public,  not  having  given  the  matter  special  con- 
sideration, is  not  fully  aware  of  the  expenses  of  maintaining 
the  library,  the  general  impression,  no  doubt,  being  that  most 
of  the  appropriation  is  spent  for  new  books.  References  to 
the  treasurer's  report  will  show  that  this  is  not  so. 

Rent,  fuel,  salaries,  rebinding  and  replacing  old  books 
have  the  first  claims  on  the  funds  and  call  for  a  very  consid- 
erable outlay. 

In  none  of  these  departments,  nor  in  the  material  supplied 
to  the  reading  room  has  any  reduction  been  made  the  past 
year. 
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The  desirability  of  opening  the  reading  room  Sunday  af- 
ternoons as  is  done  in  many  places,  has  received  some  con- 
sideration by  the  trustees.  They  do  not  believe,  however, 
that  the  time  has  yet  come  for  this  innovation  in  Whitman. 
It  is  thought  that  under  the  conditions  prevailing  here,  serious 
readers  will  find  it  much  more  advantageous  to  withdraw 
books  for  home  use  than  to  depend  upon  a  Sunday  reading 
room.  To  make  such  a  reading  room  a  success  would  re- 
quire larger  and  better  appointed  quarters  than  we  at  pre- 
sent enjoy. 

An  appropriation  of  $  1800  for  the  next  year  is  earnestly 
urged  to  the  end  that  the  library  may  be  kept  to  its  present 
high  standard  of  usefulness  and  popularity. 

Mr.  David  B.  Bates,  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees 
from  the  foundation  of  the  library,  and  librarian  from  June, 
1888,  to  August,  1893,  died  June  28,  1899.  The  death  of 
Mr.  Bates  was  a  serious  loss  to  the  library.  A  wide  reader 
and  an  enthusiastic  student  of  books,  he  gave  to  the  library 
from  the  first  the  benefit  of  his  experience  and  knowledge. 
He  did  much  to  create  in  the  town  the  feeling  for  the  need 
of  a  public  library,  and  had  a  large  share  in  its  establishment. 
The  original  selection  of  books  was  largely  his,  and  his  devo- 
tion to  the  public  library  idea,  was  no  small  factor  in  the  suc- 
cess of  the  library  of  his  own  town.  He  will  long  be  grate- 
fully remembered  by  the  patrons  of  the  library  and  by  the 
trustees  who  had  the  privilege  of  working  with  him.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


Ill  making  our  annual  report  we  have  no  very  important 
changes  to  refer  to.  Owing  to  the  financial  stringency  -and 
high  tax  rates  the  town  has  endeavored  to  economize  in  all 
departments,  so  nothing  has  been  attempted  in  the  lines  of 
sewage,  or  even  surface  drainage,  a  small  part  of  which 
should  have  been  extended  at  least.  The  routine  work, 
however,  has  been  faithfully  attended  to,  as  is  evidenced  by 
the  very  few  contagious  cases  occurring,  only  nine  (9)  for 
the  year  1899.  Diphtheria,  2.  Scarlet  fever,  2.  Measles  4. 
Typhoid  fever,  1.  Probably  not  a  town  of  7000  inhabitants 
which  can  report  a  like  immunity  from  contagious  diseases. 
With  a  good  supply  of  pure  water  and  some  system  of  sew- 
erage, the  town  might  be  rendered  comparatively  free  from 
infection,  except  from  imported  cases. 

The  odorless  system  of  excavation  still  continues  to  pay 
all  expenses  and  something  over,  and  the  time  is  not  far  dis- 
tant when  it  will  pay  the  town  to  purchase  another  cart  and 
give  the  business  to  one  person. 

It  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  once  more  endeavor  to  in* 
duce  the  town  to  adopt  the  Plumbing  Act,  and  to  that  end 
the  Board  has  introduced  an  article  in  the  warrant.  For  the 
instruction  of  the  voters  and  interested  citizens  we  would 
say  the  object  of  this  act  is  simply  to  provide  protection  to 
householders  in  the  plumbing  and  sanitary  conditions  of  their 
houses.  It  compels  the  licensing  of  all  plumbers  and  pro- 
vides a  board  of  plumbing  inspectors.  The  adoption  of  this 
act  by  the  town  is  most  earnestly  desired  by  the  Board  of 
Health.

Gentlemen— In  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  I  here- 
with respectfully  submit  this  our  annual  report  of  the  condi- 
tion and  operation  of  the  department  during*  the  year  ending- 
Dec.  31,  1899. 

APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  in  this  department  is  in  good  condition. 
It  consists  of  one  hook  and  ladder  truck,  one  hose  reel,  and 
two  hose  wagons,  ready  for  duty  at  all  times. 

HOSE  AND  HOUSES. 

There  is  in  this  department,  six  thousand  feet  of  woven 
cotton  hose,  rubber  lined  in  good  condition.  There  is  need 
of  one  thousand  feet,  to  be  added  this  year. 

The  houses  are  in  fair  condition,  except  the  central  fire 
station  which  must  be  repaired  this  year.  This  house  will 
have  to  be  replaced  with  a  new  one  soon. 

DEPARTMENT. 

There  are  in  this  department  sixty-five  men,  ready  for  duty 
at  all  times  when  needed.  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  depart- 
ment in  any  town  in  the  state  that  can  beat  them  in  getting 
to  a  fire  after  the  alarm  is  given.  Their  record  is  of  the 
best.

FIRE  AND  INSURANCE. 

We  have  had  seventeen  fires  and  alarms  the  past  year. 
We  refer  yon  to  the  tabular  statement  accompanying  this  re- 
port for  a  complete  and  accurate  statement  of  losses  by  fire 
and  amount  of  insurance,  also  date,  location  and  origin  of  the 
same. 

HYDRANTS. 

The  hydrants  are  in  good  condition,  except  some  which 
have  been  covered  up  to  the  outlet  by  the  street  department, 
making  it  impossible  to  attach  the  hose  to  them.  They 
should  be  lengthened  out  in  the  '  coming  year.  There  has 
been  one  hydrant  added  in  the  past  year.  There  are  one 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  hydrants  in  all,  of  which  ten  are 
private. 

FIRE  ALARM. 

The  fire  alarm  is  in  good  condition  at  the  present  time. 
The  whistle  has  bothered  some  the  past  year,  having  missed 
three  alarms. 

In  the  system  we  have  now  twelve  miles  of  wire,  one 
whistle  and  one  whistle  machine,  two  bell  striking  machines 
and  nineteen  street  boxes,  also  seven  tappers  in  engineers' 
and  drivers'  houses.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Whitman  : 

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Forest  Fire  Wards  herewith 
submit  the  thirteenth  annual  report  of  this  department  for 
the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1899. 

You  will  find  annexed  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expend- 
itures, together  with  a  record  of  fires  which  have  occurred 
during  the  past  year,  their  causes,  amount  of  loss  and  insur- 
ance as  near  as  could  be  ascertained. 

This  has  been  quite  an  expensive  year  for  forest  fires.  On 
investigating  we  find  in  some  cases  carelessness  on  the  part 
of  the  owners  setting  fire  to  brush  and  not  watching  it  and  it 
gets  beyond  their  control ;  in  other  cases  we  find  it  the  care- 
lessness of  smokers  dropping  their  cigar  stubs  in  the  leaves, 
which  soon  starts  a  fire. 

For  the  complete  and  accurate  statement  of  forest  flees, 
date,  origin,  location,  etc.,  we  refer  you  to  our  tabular  state- 
ment accompanying  this  report.

WATER  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


In  issuing  our  report  for  the  year  1899,  of  the  transac- 
tions of  the  Water  Board  covering  that  period,  we  find  that 
about  1000  feet  of  six-inch  pipe  has  been  laid  by  extending  the 
pipe  on  streets  where  it  was  necessary  to  reach  the  new 
houses  which  are  being  built  from  time  to  time.  We  were 
fortunate  in  buying  a  few  car  loads  of  six-inch  pipe  in  1898 
at  a  very  low  figure,  most  of  which  we  have  used  in  making 
the  extensions  this  year.  Had  we  been  obliged  to  have  pur- 
chased the  pipe  at  present  prices,  the  work  would  have  cost 
much  more. 

Our  water  supply,  although  the  earlier  part  of  the  season  i 
was  very  dry,  has  held  out  wonderfully  well,  and  during  the 
dry  months  of  June  and  July  the  water  in  the  pond  lowered! 
but  very  little,  probably  on  account  of  its  being  early  in  the^ 
season,  and  we  feel  that  there  is  no  doubt  but  what  the  sup-, 
ply  will  hold  out  as  long  as  the  consumption  of  water  is  kepti 
down  to  a  reasonable  quantity. 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Treasurer  which 
follow,  give  a  correct  account  of  the  work  that  has  been  done 
and  receipts  and  expenditures. 

The  amount  carried  to  the  construction  account  is  not  so 
large  by  six  or  seven  hundred  dollars  as  last  year,  owing  to 
the  reduction  in  the  income  from  hydrants.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Water  Commissioners  ; 

Gentlemen, — The  Sixteenth  annual  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent for  the  year  1899  is  herewith  presented. 

The  smoke  stack  at  the  pumping  station,  a  part  of  which 
blew  down  late  in  the  season  of  1898,  has  been  replaced  by 
a  new  one  made  by  Edward  Kendall  &  Sons,  of  Cambridge- 
port,  at  a  cost  of  1125.00  for  the  stack  and  127.00  for  rais- 
ing, putting  into  place  and  guying.

One  new  hydrant  has  been  set  on  Linden  Street  and  one 
new  gate  on  Slack  Avenue. 

STAND  PIPE. 

The  stand  pipe  is  in  good  condition,  having  needed  but 
little  repair  during  the  year. 

The  fence  around  it  was  blown  down  in  the  early  winter 
and  lias  been  rebuilt  and  painted. 

SERVICES. 

Forty  new  services  have  been  laid,  whole  nnmber  up  to 
date,  965. 
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METERS. 

The  number  of  meters  has  been  increased  this  year  to  450, 
being  a  little  less  than  one  half  the  number  of  services. 

The  large  two-inch  meter  in  the  D.  B.  Gurney  factory 
has  been  replaced  by  a  new  one  as  it  was  necessary  to  make 
extensive  repairs  on  the  old  one  before  it  could  be  used. 

PUMPING  STATION. 

The  Station  is  in  good  repair  and  Mr.  Myrick  J.  Briggs  is 
still  retained  as  engineer  and  attends  faithfully  to  his  duties. 

PUMPS. 

The  cost  of  repairs  on  the  pumps  this  year  has  been  quite 
large,  as  we  were  obliged  to  put  in  new  sleeves  and  plungers, 
and  a  new  casting  on  the  top  of  the  water  cylinder  of  the 
Blake  pump,  and  also  some  necessary  repairs  on  the  Worth- 
ington.

CONCRETE, 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  last  year  the  town  appropriated 
one  thousand  dollars  for  concrete  sidewalks,  and  instructed 
the  commissioners  to  have  the  work  performed  entirely  by 
town  labor  and  not  give  it  out  to  contract.  To  do  this  it 
was  necessary  to  get  a  full  equipment,  tools,  kettles,  etc., 
and  the  commissioners  have  seen  fit  to  purchase  them.  It 
was  also  necessary  to  obtain  the  different  materials  used. 
Having  obtained  tools  and  materials,  the  question  of  location 
of  walks  was  discussed  and  it  was  decided  that  the  greatest 
good  to  the  greatest  number  would  be  to  build  concrete 
walks  to  the  three  churches  in  the  center  of  the  town.  If 
this  was  done  without  curbing  it  would  not  be  a  permanent 
improvement  and  would  not  add  to  the  attractiveness  of  the 
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village.  Consequently  it  was  decided  to  purchase  curbing 
for  the  walks  to  be  built  and  charge  the  abuttors  one-half, 
which  we  did,  and  which,  with  the  materials,  etc.,  exhausted 
the  money  appropriated.

PARR  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


In  the  report  of  last  year  it  will  be  found  that  the  commis- 
sioners asked  for  one'thousancl  dollars  for  park  improvements, 
that  sum  being  necessary  to  complete  the  work  begun. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  a  committee  was  chosen  to  con- 
sider the  sums  recommended  by  the  different  boards  of  offi- 
cers for  Town  purposes.  This  committee  recommended  five 
hundred  dollars  for  Park  improvements,  (one  half  the  sum 
asked  for  by  the  Commissioner),  and  that  sum  was  voted  by 
the  Town.  Therefore  the  work  contemplated  could  not  all 
be  done.  The  only  thing  to  do  was  to  do  what  could  be 
done  with  this  small  amount. 

However,  there  was  more  accomplished  than  it  was  thought 
there  could  be  with  so  little  money. 

The  grounds  at  the  corner  of  Hayden  and  Park  Avenues 
were  filled  in  to  the  grade  established,  the  loam  put  on  and 
seeded  to  grass.  Walks  have  been  laid  ont  and  built,  shrub- 
bery planted  to  quite  an  extent.  Over  four  hundred  shrubs 
and  plants  have  been  used. 

This  used  all  the  money  which  could  be  spared  for  such 
work.  After  this  was  done  there  yet  remained  a  large 
amount  of  filling  on  the  grounds  on  which  we  were  at  work. 

Later  in  the  season  there  was  a  town  meeting  to  be  called. 
The  commissioners  and  many  citizens  thought  it  best  to  have 
an  article  inserted  in  the  warrant  asking  for  more  money  to 
complete  the  work. 

The  meeting  was  held  and  four  hundred  dollars  was  appro- 
priated.   The  superintendent  was  in  hopes  that  this  sum 
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would  do  the  work  contemplated.  But  we  find  in  doing 
such  work,  with  only  money  to  do  but  a  little  at  a  time,  that 
some  tilings  may  arise  which  we  cannot  always  finish  as 
we  go.  We  found  it  so  in  this  case.  Having  money  only 
for  certain  work,  we  found  it  necessary  to  do  some  work  in 
order  to  obtain  the  best  results  in  the  end.  There  was  loam 
and  stuff  to  good  to  be  covered  up  (as  it  is  all  needed  on  the 
Park)  which  must  be  moved.  Then  in  order  to  make  room 
for  the  filling  there  was  a  drain  leading  from  South  Avenue 
which  had  been  turned  on  the  Park  by  those  who  have  had 
charge  of  the  highways,  which  must  be  piped  before  filling. 

The  superintendent  called  on  the  road  commissioners  and 
after  talking  the  matter  over  it  was  agreed  that  they  would 
furnish  the  pipe,  and  the  superintendent  of  the  Park  should 
lay  it.  There  were  126  feet  of  15-inch  pipe  furnished  and 
was  laid  as  stated  above;  also  a  catch  basin  started.  The 
cost  of  this  work  was  taken  from  the  Park  money. 

It  will  want  more  of  this  work  done  if  the  grading  of  these 
grounds  is  to  be  carried  out,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  done, 
and  when  filled  to  such  a  grade  as  to  make  the  grounds  high 
and  dry,  it  will  change  the  condition  of  things  in  this  sec- 
tion very  much.  The  commissioners  believe  that  the  grounds 
on  the  easterly  side  of  the  Park,  including  the  grove,  can  be 
made  as  useful  and  attractive  as  any  portion  of  the  Park. 
There  will  be  much  work  to  be  done  and  at  considerable 
cost  to  accomplish  it,  but  we  believe  it  will  repay  for  all  the 
effort  made,  and  when  done,  with  the  other  improvements 
needed,  Whitman  will  have  a  Park  which  will  be  a  credit  to 
the  town  and  an  attraction  to  its  citizens,  worthy  of  the 
name  of  its  honored  donor,  Augustus  Whitman.  In  the  last 
report  it  was  recommended  that  a  survey  of  the  pond  be 
taken  for  the  purpose  of  getting  an  estimate  for  a  stone 
curbing.  •  The  pond,  as  it  now  is,  with  its  untidy  surround- 
ings, is  not  a  veiw  attractive  spot.    There  is  about  two  feet 
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of  mud  on  the  bottom,  and  in  some  places  too  deep  for  the 
safety  of  the  man}'  children  who  play  about  the  pond  and 
skate  when  frozen  over. 

The  superintendent  has  attended  to  this  matter  and  has 
an  estimate,  as  near  as  he  could  get  under  the  circum- 
stances in  which  he  was  placed,  in  not  being  authorized  to 
make  any  contract.  The  estimate  which  has  been  made  calls 
for  curbing  12  inches  wide  on  the  top,  fine  hammered  and 
cut  to  the  radius  called  for  by  the  plan.  The  whole  cost  of 
the  curbing  and  foundation  is  fifteen  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars. If  this  work  should  be  done  the  pond  should  be  cleared 
of  the  mud  and  the  deep  places  filled  in  to  such  a  depth  as 
would  make  it  safe  from  any  accidents  by  drowning. 

We  recommend  that  the  work  be  done  and  the  expense 
taken  from  the  money  on  hand  left  for  the  Whitman  Park 
by  the  late  Caroline  Whitman. 

After  doing  the  work  mentioned  in  this  report  it  was  nec- 
essary, as  thought  by  the  superintendent,  to  do  some  more 
rilling  in  order  to  drain  the  water  from  the  low  ground  and 
to  cover  the  pipe  sufficiently  to  protect  through  the  winter. 
There  were  between  eight  and  nine  hundred  loads  carted  for 
this  work. 

This  work  was  done  by  order  of  the  superintendent.  The 
men  employed  agreed  to  wait  for  their  pay  till  after  the  an- 
nual town  meeting.  The  account  of  this  will  be  found  in 
his  report. 

It  is  recommended  that  one  thousand  dollars  be  appropri- 
ated for  the  Park.

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REPORT. 


The  present  report  is  the  twenty-fifth  since  our  incorpora- 
tion as  a  town.  In  presenting  some  of  the  school  statistics 
published  in  our  first  annual  report  we  shall  be  able  to  see 
very  clearly  the  great  progress  we  have  made  in  our  schools 
since  that  time.  Twenty-five  years  ago  we  had  eight  schools 
and  ten  teachers,  with  415  pupils  attending  school.  School 
property  was  valued  at  816,680.  The  High  School,  known 
now  as  the  Hastings  School,  was  the  only  building  at  that 
time  that  was  new  or  that  had  any  modern  conveniences. 
All  the  other  houses  were  old,  badly  heated  and  ventilated. 
The  High  School  was  taught  by  a  principal  and  one  assist- 
ant, numbering  about  sixty  scholars,  with  one  grammar  grade. 
The  present  report  gives  21  schools,  30  teachers,  and  1,078 
pupils.    School  property  is  valued  at  $83,000. 

Our  High  School  now  has  one  principal  and  three  assist- 
ants, and  would  number  about  200  pupils  if  the  grammar 
grade  were  included,  as  in  the  first  report. 

As  citizens  of  Whitman  we  can  look  wuth  pride  upon  our 
growth  in  population,  industrial  development  and  material 
resources,  during  the  quarter  of  a  century  now  closing,  but. 
a  full  measure  of  satisfaction  comes  to  us  in  considering  the 
progress  made  in  the  method  of  instruction  in  our  schools, 
the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  schools,  and  the  erection 
of  so  many  modern  school  buildings  during  the  time  already 
mentioned.  The  character  of  our  school-houses,  supplied 
with  the  best  sanitary  accommodations,  attest  the  high  esti- 
mate of  our  community  of  the  value  of  its  public  schools, 
Our  schools  have  received  a  most  generous  support,  and  we 
believe  have  always  rendered  the  best  returns  for  the  money 
expended.  We  are  sure  that  no  citizen  of  the  town  will  re- 
gret any  expenditure  of  money  that  has  been  made  for  their 
benefit.  If  we  were  to  mention  only  two  branches  of  study 
that  have  received  special  attention  in  our  schools  within  a

few  years,  that  have  added  greatly  to  their  usefulness  as  well 
as  cultivating  refinement  and  a  cheerful  spirit  among  the 
pupils,  it  would  be  the  studies  of  Music  and  Drawing.  Our 
pupils  in  all  of  the  schools  now  show  great  proficiency  in 
these  branches  and  are  gaining  a  knowledge  that  will  be  use- 
ful and  helpful  in  the  future. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term,  Mr.  W.  C.  Hobbs  was 
employed  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  one-half  of  the 
time  each  week,  the  remainder  of  his  time  being  given  to  the 
supervision  of  the  schools  of  Rockland.  We  think  this 
change  has  proved  a  very  desirable  one  for  the  town,  for  the 
reason  that  the  Superintendent  is  able  to  give  all  of  the  at-  1 
tention  that  our  schools  require  in  the  time  allotted  him, 
and  we  have  in  addition  the  services  of  another  assistant  in 
the  High  School  to  fill  Mr.  Hobbs'  place,  who  is  giving  all 
her  time  to  teaching.  This  change  has  also  been  made  with 
less  expense  than  under  the  former  plan. 

The  Committee  wish  to  renew  the  request  made  in  the  last 
annual  report  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  school  inci- 
dentals for  the  coming  year.  The  appropriation  of  $ 900 
made  last  year  was  found  too  small  for  this  purpose.  The 
ordinary  expenses  attending  the  wear  and  tear  of  school 
buildings  is  necessarily  large  each  year.  Under  the  head  of 
school  incidentals  are  the  expenses  of  painting,  insurance 
and  general  repairs  of  the  school  buildings  and  grounds. 
With  the  amount  of  money  already  invested  in  school  prop-  I 
erty,  it  is  certainly  good  economy  to  keep  our  buildings  and 
grounds  in  good  repair.  Quite  an  outlay  was  required  the 
past  year  upon  the  Bates  School,  in  shingling,  painting  and 
papering,  and  repairs  upon  the  outbuildings.  The  play- 
ground also  of  the  Reed  School  has  been  cleared  of  rocks, 
graded  and  greatly  improved. 

The  detailed  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  is 
herewith  presented. 


SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  : 

I  herewith  present  my  second  annual  report  relating  to 
the  public  schools  of  this  town. 

I  would  first  call  your  attention  to  the  following  general 
statistics.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  increase  in  average 
membership  over  last  year  is  27.48,  in  average  attendance 
1.4.  The  per  cent  of  attendance,  however,  shows  a  decrease 
of  2.3.  This  decrease  should  not  cause  surprise;  the  won- 
der is  that  it  is  so  little,  since  last  winter  was  most  unusual 
for  severity  of  weather  and  prevalence  of  sickness,  and  the 
attendance  was  seriously  affected  thereby. 

It  is  doubtless  known  by  most  people  that  according  to  the 
law  of  1898  the  census  of  school  children  in  town  was  this 
year  taken  in  September,  instead  of  May  as  heretofore. 

Another  requirement  changes  the  attendance  year  so  as  to 
coincide  with  the  school  year.  The  attendance  as  given  in 
this  report  is  the  same  as  usual  and  is  for  the  year  beginning 
in  January  and  ending  in  December.  In  the  next  annual 
report,  however,  the  attendance  will  be  reported  for  the  year 
beginning  last  September  and  ending  next  June.

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GRADING. 

One  of  the  serious  problems  which  must  be  perennially 
considered  and  solved  is  that  of  grading. 

It  often  happens  that  at  the  beginning  of  a  term  or  year, 
one  school  may  have  60  pupils  or  more  and  the  school  of  the 
next  grade  in  the  same  building,  or  the  same  grade  in  another 
building,  will  have  only  15  or  20  pupils.  The  problem  can 
be  readily  seen  and  its  solution  easily  understood. 

An  assistant  might  be  hired  for  the  teacher  having  the 
large  school,  and  the  other  be  left  with  her  handful  of  pupils. 
But  no  one  having  responsibility  or  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  schools,  or  the  town,  would  recommend  such  a  plan.  If 
about  20  pupils  or  so  are  taken  from  the  large  school  and 
placed  with  the  small  one,  each  teacher  will  then  have  a 
reasonable  number,  and  all  the  pupils  will  be  in  charge  of 
two  teachers  instead  of  three. 

In  making  this  arrangement  of  course  the  interest  of  the 
town  as  a  whole  should  be  considered  and  no  partiality 
shown  to  individuals.  It  is  in  this  spirit  that  the  committee 
and  superintendent  endeavor  to  deal  with  such  matters,  and 
the  co-operation  of  all  citizens  involved  is  desired  and  ex- 
pected. 

At  the  opening  of  schools  in  September,  about  70  pupils 
came  to  the  school  containing  the  4th  and  5th  grades  in  the 
Dyer  building  and  less  than  20  appeared  in  the  correspond- 
ing school  in  the  Hastings  building.  The  district  lines  were 
so  changed  by  vote  of  the  committee  that  the  number  in  the 
one  school  was  decreased  and  in  the  other  increased  sufficient- 
ly to  make  two  fair- sized  schools. 

Next  September,  however,  the  Hastings  building  must  be 
relieved.  The  two  upper  rooms  containing  the  6th,  7th  and 
8th  grades  have  each  had  about  60  pupils  during  the  present 
school  year,  but  next  year  there  would  be  many  more  in  these 
rooms  if  the  same  grades  continue  in  these  buildings.  Now 
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the  4th,  5th,  6th,  7th,  and  8th  grades  attend  there.  The 
Corthell  school  regularly  sends  4th  grade  and  the  Gumey 
school  5th  grade  pupils  to  this  building.  But  next  year  it 
would  be  a  physical  impossibility  to  accommodate  the  pupils 
from  both  these  buildings.  Therefore  it  will  probably  be 
necessary  to  retain  the ,  present  4th  grade  in  the  Gurney 
building  next  year  as  5th  grade  pupils. 

This  can  be  done  by  having  the  1st  and  2nd  grades  in  the 
Gurney  building  in  one  room,  as  at  present.  When  schools 
opened  in  September  there  were  only  22  pupils  in  the  first 
grade  and  the  same  number  in  the  second,  making  only  44 
pupils  in  both.  It  did  not  seem  good  business  to  incur  the 
expense  of  two  schools  for  so  few  pupils,  hence  the  two 
grades  were  consolidated  into  one  school,  leaving  one  room 
vacant.  A  few  weeks  later  this  school  increased  to  56;  an 
assistant  was  employed  and  the  recitation  room  utilized. 

In  April,  when  the  next  installment  of  children  enter  the 
first  grade,  it  will  doubtless  be  advisable  or  necessary  to  oc- 
cupy the  vacant  room. 

ROCKLAND  AND  WHITMAN. 

Last  spring  arrangements  were  made  whereby  Rockland 
and  Whitman  might  unite  in  the  employment  of  a  superin- 
tendent of  schools.  After  all  the  necessary  preliminaries 
had  been  attended  to,  I  began  work  in  September  as  super- 
intendent of  both  towns.  Mondays  and  Thursda^/s  I  am  in 
Whitman,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  in  Rockland.  Office  hours 
are  observed  on  these  days  from  4  to  5  o'clock.  Wednes- 
days are  divided  between  the  two  towns  ;  usually  1  spend  half 
the  day  in  one  town  and  half  the  day  in  the  other. 

It  is  understood  by  both  committees  that  in  case  an 
emergency  arises  in  either  town  which  requires  my  attention, 
I  shall  attend  to  it  immediately  wherever  I  may  be  at  the 
time.  Rut  nothing  of  the  kind  has  happened  except  the  ne- 
cessity of  telegraphing  or  telephoning  for  substitute  teachers 
in  several  instances  of  illness  in  one  or  the  other  town. 
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TEACHERS'  MEETINGS. 

General  and  grade  meetings  have  been  held  throughout  the 
year.  The  subjects  considered  at  the  general  meetings  dur- 
ing the  first  half  of  the  year  related  to  school  management,  a 
continuation  of  the  plan  begun  in  the  fall  of  1898.  Since 
September  these  meetings  have  been  devoted  to  the  study 
and  discussion  of  White's  Pedagogy. 

In  the  grade  meetings  some  of  the  regular  studies  pursued 
in  the  schools  have  been  discussed.  These  have  included 
such  subjects  as  reading,  number,  language,  grammar,  etc. 

I  should  mention  in  this  connection  the  grade  meetings 
which  the  teachers  have  held  frequently  by  themselves. 
These  meetings  have  been  valuable  in  unifying  the  work  of 
the  grades.  In  all  these  meetings,  the  teachers  have  shown 
a  commendable  interest.

The  service  of  substitutes  is  usually  for  a  few  days,  but  in 
severed  instances  this  year  it  has  been  for  a  longer  period. 
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On  account  of  the  illness  of  Mrs.  Oliver  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  term,  Miss  Ella  W.  Leonard  substituted  three  weeks. 

During  the  last  three  weeks  of  the  fall  term  Miss  Grace  E. 
Remington  taught  in  grades  five  and  six,  Reed  building,  to 
supply  the  place  of  Mrs.  Cobb,  who  was  called  away  by  the 
serious  illness  of  her  mother. 

Miss  ETepsibah  C.  Parsons  substituted  through  the  whole 
fall  term  for  Miss  Fisher,  who  was  allowed  leave  of  absence 
because  of  the  sickness  and  death  of  her  father. 

VENTILATING  AND  HEATING. 

Nearly  all  the  buildings  in  town  are  adequately  provided 
for  in  regard  to  heating  and  ventilation.  Two  of  the  build- 
ings, however,  need  attention. 

The  Hastings  building  has  practically  no  means  of  venti- 
lation and  unfortunately  it  has  two  of  the  largest  schools  in 
town.  Considering  the  health  of  pupils  and  teachers,  it 
would  be  a  good  investment  to  equip  this  building  at  once 
with  an  effective  system  of  ventilation. 

The  conditions  at  the  Bates  school  would  be  much  im- 
proved by  jacketing  the  stove  and  connecting  with  it  a  fresh 
air  duct.  This  would  supply  the  room  with  plenty  of  fresh 
air  moderately  heated  and  evenly  distributed  throughout  the 
room.  As  it  is,  on  cold  days,  the  air  about  the  stove  is  like- 
ly to  be  overheated,  the  children  near  by  are  uncomfortably 
warm  and  those  at  the  rear  of  the  room  too  cold. 

The  comfort  of  the  children  in  this  room  would  be  much 
enhanced,  also,  if  modern  adjustable  seats  and  desks  were 
furnished. 
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LANGUAGE. 

During  a  portion  of  the  year,  language  and  grammar  were 
considered  in  our  grade  meetings.  A  course  of  study  was 
suggested,  which  is  now  in  operation.  In  its  construction, 
the  courses  of  many  other  towns  and  cities  were  consulted, 
particularly  those  of  Springfield  and  Pawtucket.  I  will  state 
briefly  the  principles  underlying  our  work  in  language. 

In  teaching  the  pupil  language  he  should  be  trained  sim- 
ultaneously along  several  lines  throughout  all  the  grades. 
1.  Composition.    2.  Literature.    3.  Technique. 

Composition  should  constantly  accompany  the  work  in  all 
studies.  Unless  instruction  in  all  branches  involves  expres- 
sion as  well  as  impression,  the  work  is  incomplete.  There 
are  two  distinct  advantages  in  basing  a  large  part  of  the 
language  work  upon  the  regular  studies  ;  it  throws  new  light 
upon  the  study,  and  it  furnishes  an  abundance  of  interesting 
material  for  the  pupil's  composition.  However  much  we  may 
instruct  the  pupil,  unless  there  is  a  reaction  on  his  part  by 
way  of  oral  or  written  expression,  he  is  not  much  benefited 
thereby.  He  must  give  back  what  he  receives  from  us,  else 
he  will  quite  likely  be  weakened  by  excess  of  lumber.  By 
frequently  reproducing  the  substance  of  his  lessons,  the  pupil 
will  not  only  have  practice  in  writing  but  will  thereby  gain 
a  clearer  knowledge  of  his  studies.  Teaching  may  make  the 
full  child,  but  writing  makes  the  exact  child. 

The  little  folks  in  the  primary  grade  should  be  aided  by 
providing  for  them  a  simple,  natural  analysis  of  subjects  in 
nature  study,  literature,  art,  etc.,  written  on  the  blackboard 
in  the  form  of  questions,  whose  answers  will  constitute  a 
large  part  of  their  written  work. 

In  the  higher  grades,  also,  composition  should  be  based  on 
outlines.  The  pupils  should  be  required  to  make  their  own 
outlines  only  when  they  have  had  sufficient  training  to  ena- 
ble them  to  do  so.

Literature  is  undoubtedly  the  best  means  of  enriching  one's 
language.  It  has  great  cultural  value,  it  is  inspiring,  it  pro- 
vides perfect  models  for  imitation,  and  it  induces  imitation. 
It  does  not,  however,  give  the  reason  why;  it  does  not  ena- 
ble one  to  state  the  ground  of  the  faith  that  is  within  him, 
for  that  is  a  function  of  grammar,  the  science  of  language. 

Literature  should  be  started  in  the  first  grade  and  contin- 
ued through  every  year  of  the  pupil's  school  life.  In  the 
first  grades  a  high  class  of  readers  should  be  used,  readers 
that  have  some  literary  merit,  not  simply  mechanical  mate- 
rial which  has  been  manufactured  to  illustrate  the  phonetic 
analysis  of  the  language. 

In  the  first  grade,  many  beautiful  memory  gems  can .  be 
learned,  also  passages  of  Hiawatha,  nature  stories,  myths, 
etc. 

In  the  second  year  we  can  undertake  a  more  extended 
study  of  Longfellow.  The  story  of  his  life  and  some  of  his 
poems  can  be  learned,  others,  like  The  Birds  of  Killingworth, 
The  Bell  of  Atri,  can  be  read  and  talked  about.  Nature 
stories,  myths,  and  songs  will  be  continued. 

In  the  third  grade  the  life  and  some  of  the  poems  of 
Whittier  will  be  added. 

In  the  fourth  grade  Longfellow  and  Whittier  can  be  con- 
tinued ;  Celia  Thaxter  can  be  drawn  upon  ;  her  Sand  Piper 
is  a  favorite  among  the  children. 

The  fifth  and  sixth  grades  will  take  up  Bryant  and  poems 
of  other  authors  also.  And  so  on,  every  year  some  of  the  poets 
and  famous  poems  can  be  studied  and  memorized. 

A  good  deal  of  this  work  can  be  pursued  at  odd  moments, 
not  as  a  part  of  the  regular  program.  But  it  is  well  to  have 
a  few  minutes  at  the  morning  hour  set  apart  for  it.  Some 
Friday  afternoons  a  little  time  can  be  devoted  to  this  work 
and  it  is  worth  the  while.  The  children  like  it  and  it  is 
adapted  to  them. 
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Technical  work  also  should  be  carried  through  all  the 
grades.  But  in  the  first  grades  it  must  be  simple.  Here  it 
should  not  be  taught  in  theory  so  much  as  required  in  prac- 
tice.* 

The  technical  work,  let  us  say,  will  include  (1)  punctua- 
tion, (2)  use  of  capitals,  (3)  abbreviations.  (1)  conventional 
forms,  (5)  grammatical  forms,  (6)  technical  grammar. 

While  in  the  first  grade  we  will  not  insist  on  much  more 
than  the  capital  at  the  beginning  and  the  period  or  the  inter- 
rogation mark  at  the  close  of  a  sentence,  in  the  second  grade 
nearly  every  one  of  these  features  of  technique  can  be  repre- 
sented. Conventional  forms  will  include  simple  letter  forms, 
bills,  receipts,  etc.  Under  grammatical  forms  we  will  begin 
with  the  apostrophe  in  the  possessive  singular,  correction  of 
common  errors,  and  the  past,  present,  and  future  of  a  few 
irregular  verbs.  In  the  succeeding  grades  these  subjects  can 
be  reviewed  and  extended. 

Analysis  will  be  started  in  the  fifth  grade,  but  limited  to 
determining  the  subjects  and  predicates  of  very  simple  sen- 
tences. In  this  work  the  teacher's  enthusiasm  will  make  a 
live  thing  of  a  sentence.  She  will  see,  and  she  will  lead  her 
pupils  to  see,  that  a  sentence  is  a  living  organism,  having 
parts  whose  functions  contribute  to  its  life.  The  subject 
and  the  predicate  are  the  vital  organs  of  the  sentence.  De- 
prived of  either  of  these,  the  sentence  cannot  live,  cannot 
exist. 

In  the  sixth  grades,  analysis  will  be  continued  and  extend- 
ed ;  words  will  be  classified  into  parts  of  speech.  Here  we 
are  collecting  the  facts  of  real  grammar  :  subject,  predicate, 
phrases,  clauses,  etc.,  are  grammatical  facts  which  pertain  to 
analysis  ;  nouns,  pronouns,  etc.,  are  the  vocabulary  of  pars- 
ing. 

We  should  be  careful  to  introduce  many  simple  exercises 
of  a  practical  nature  to  correct  the  common  bad  habits  of 
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speech  which  children  practice  ;  such  as,  the  use  of  plural 
subject  with  singular  verb,  abuse  of  pronouns,  adjectives  for 
adverbs,  etc. 

The  barbarous  use  of  auxiliary  verbs  which  we  sometimes 
hear  would  suggest  a  thorough  drill  on  the  paradigms.  I 
think  this  suggestion  can  be  justified  when  children  will 
write  "could  of"  for  "could  have."  While  I  would  not  prac- 
tice the  paradigms  so  much  as  it  was  done  formerly,  I  think 
some  grammars  do  not  emphasize  it  sufficiently. 

The  study  of  grammar  as  a  real  science  will  not  begin  un- 
til the  eighth  grade  is  reached.  Up  to  this  time  we  have 
simply  been  gathering  material,  starting  a  cabinet,  so  to 
speak,  to  aid  observation  in  the  study  of  the  science  of  gram- 
mar ;  just  as,  the  study  of  the  facts  of  nature  is  a  prepara- 
tion for  the  scientific  study  of  botany  or  mineralogy. 

When  we  ask  a  pupil  to  analyze  a  sentence  we  should  ex- 
pect him  to  begin  at  the  beginning,  confine  himself  to  the 
language  of  analysis,  continue  systematically  and  logically 
through  the  thorough  analysis  of  the  entire  sentence,  and 
know  when  it  is  completed.  He  should  understand  clearly 
the  distinction  between  analysis  and  parsing  and  the  vocabu- 
lary peculiar  to  each. 

At  this  stage  analysis  should  not  be  confined  to  single  sen- 
tences. Brief  selections  from  the  best  authors  should  be 
studied,  and  I  have  come  to  believe  that  some  valuable  liter- 
ature work  can  be  done  along  with  the  analysis.  When  a 
pupil  has  gained  such  a  clear  insight  into  the  structure  of  a 
sentence  as  this  practice  will  produce,  the  transition  from  the 
structural  elements  to  the  aesthetic  qualities  will  be  easy  and 
natural. 

In  the  appendix  will  be  found  the  course  of  study  in  lan- 
guage for  the  first  four  grades.  For  the  higher  grades  the 
State  Course  is  made  the  basis  of  the  work.  An  outline  of 
the  work  in  literature  follows  the  language  course. 
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NUMBER  IN  GRADE  I. 

A  decided  reaction  has  recently  arisen  among  educators 
against  instruction  in  formal  number  in  the  first  grade.  The 
Grube  method  has  been  displaced  in  many  towns  and  cities 
by  more  simple  and  concrete  work.  In  many  others,  num- 
ber has  been  banished  altogether  from  the  first  year. 

My  own  observation  has  convinced  me  that  much  time  has 
been  consumed  and  lost  in  endeavoring  to  teach  the  little 
children  the  facts  of  number,  including  the  combinations  and 
separations  of  numbers  up  to  ten,  during  the  first  year.  Es- 
pecially has  it  been  difficult  for  them  to  make  formal  state- 
ments about  number  involving  the  fundamental  operations. 
Such  work  is  just  as  incompatible  with  the  constitutions  of 
their  minds  as  premature  instruction  in  English  grammar,  or 
the  endeavor  to  inculcate  in  young  children,  in  a  formal  way, 
the  abstract  truths  of  morality  and  religion.  The  mistakes 
of  grammar  and  theology  are  proverbial ;  those  of  arithmetic 
are  becoming  so. 

The  child's  natural  experience  with  number  facts  should 
be  observed  and  instruction  modified  accordingly.  It  is  evi- 
dently natural  for  a  child  to  learn  to  count  objects  ;  he  takes 
to  it  readily  because  his  experience  calls  for  it.  Instruction 
should  supply  the  demand ;  counting  objects,  then,  is  our 
starting  point.  Abstract  counting  naturally  follows.  Rec- 
ognizing the  number  of  objects  in  a  small  group,  observing 
two  small  groups  in  a  larger  one — all  this  is  easy  for  the 
children  and  lays  the  foundation  for  intelligent  work  in  addi- 
tion, subtraction,  multiplication,  and  division. 

A  child  also  naturally  compares  the  sizes  of  objects,  and 
thus  measuring  lengths  in  inches,  feet,  and  yards,  can  soon 
be  taught  him.  By  such  experience  he  will  learn  to  per- 
ceive the  relations  of  magnitudes,  or  objects,  and  afterwards 
the  corresponding  relations  of  numbers.

As  one  measure  of  relief,  number  was  not  taught  the 
children  of  the  first  grade  this  year  during  the  fall  term.  It 
is  believed  that  the  difficulties  of  learning  to  read  are  suffi- 
cient for  the  children  to  grapple  with  at  the  start  without 
plunging  them  at  once  into  both  reading  and  number.  This 
principle  is  observed  in  high  schools,  where  the  students  are 
never  required  to  begin  two  foreign  languages  at  once.  It 
would  certainly  seem  fair  to  show  like  consideration  to  little 
folks  five  years  old. 

In  many  places  where  number  has  been  deferred  until  the 
last  term  of  the  year,  or  not  taught  at  all  during  the  first 
year,  the  unanimous  testimony  has  been  that  the  pupils  are 
as  far  advanced  by  the  end  of  the  second  year  as  they  were 
formerly  when  instruction  was  given  both  years.  It  is  nat- 
ural to  conclude,  therefore,  that  in  the  second  year,  when 
their  powers  were  sufficient  for  the  task,  the  children  could 
easily  learn  what  was  with  difficulty  taught  during  the  first 
year  beside  the  usual  work  of  the  second  grade. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts,  it  is  my  opinion  that  promo- 
tions from  the  first  grade  to  the  second  should  be  effected 
without  any  consideration  whatever  of  the  work  done  in 
number.  Many  a  child  has  been  sacrificed  to  this  fetich  of 
number  in  these  tender  years,  but  this  practice  should  be 
tolerated  no  longer. 

READING. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  improved  character  of  the 
reading  in  the  schools.  Last  year  new  reading  matter  was 
supplied  to  all  the  grades,  thus  greatly  enriching  the  quality 
of  this  work. 

The  first  and  second  grades  have  made  marked  improve- 
ment in  ability  to  read.  This  is  due,  not  only  to  the  quality 
of  reading  matter,  but  also  to  the  system  of  phonics  which 
was  introduced  last  year. 
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Most  of  the  teachers  formerly  did  good  work  in  phonics, 
but  each  one  had  her  own  individual  methods ;  therefore,  the 
work  was  not  progressive  through  the  several  grades  and  was 
not  well  articulated.  Immediately  after  the  Thanksgiving 
recess  in  1898,  the  Rational  Method  of  Reading,  by  Edward 
G.  Ward,  was  introduced  into  the  first  grades.  This  was 
adopted  because  it  represented  a  rational  and  progressive 
method  of  phonics  and  is  used  simply  for  that  reason.  When 
judged  from  the  standpoint  of  literature,  the  reading  matter, 
in  the  earlier  books,  is  quite  mechanical ;  it  was  constructed 
evidently  for  the  purpose  of  building  up  a  vocabulary  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  phonetic  principles  of  the  system* 

It  may  be  a  mooted  question  as  to  the  time  children  should 
come  in  contact  with  good  literature  in  their  reading.  I  be* 
lieve  the  start  should  be  made  in  the  first  year.  It  is  for 
this  reason  that  we  do  not  use  the  Ward  system  exclusively. 
When  the  children  have  completed  the  first  part  of  the  Ward 
primer,  they  begin  the  Cyr  primer  and  this  is  followed  by 
Thompson's  Rhymes  and  Fables,  Stepping  Stones  to  Litera- 
ture, etc.  They  read  once  a  day  in  the  Ward  primer  and 
once  in  one  of  the  others. 

The  results  of  last  year's  work  were  highly  gratifying. 
One  of  our  teachers,  who  had  in  previous  years  taught  only 
a  half  of  two  primers  in  the  first  grade,  last  year  completed 
with  her  first  division  the  Ward  Primer,  Cyr's  Primer,  Cyr's 
First  Reader,  Thompson's  Rhymes  and  Fables,  Stepping  Stones 
to  Literature,  First  Book,  Davis'  Beginners'  Book,  and  three 
fourths  of  the  Hiawatha  Primer  published  by  Houghton, 
Mifflin  &  Co.  Her  second  division  read  the  same  excepting 
the  Hiawatha  Primer.  The  third  division  read  three  of  these 
and  half  of  two  others. 

I  believe  that  this  year  more  will  be  accomplished,  in  our 
first  grades.  The  second  grades,  in  which  the  Ward  system 
is  now  used,  are  meeting  with  the  same  gratifying  success  as 
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last  year.  As  time  goes  on,  all  the  work  of  the  children  will 
he  greatly  influenced  by  the  power  which  they  have  acquired 
in  reading  during  the  early  years  of  their  school  life. 

This  leads  me  to  remark  that  it  is  highly  important  that 
the  public  schools  and  the  public  library  should  co-operate. 
The  public  library  is  of  incalculable  value  in  supplementing 
the  reading  of  the  schools.  I  trust  the  children  will  frequent 
the  library  and  will  have  the  careful  direction  and  advice  of 
parents,  teachers,  and  library  authorities  in  the  selection  of 
their  reading. 

MUSIC  AND  DRAWING, 

These  departments  enrich  and  adorn  our  schools  as  I  have 
no  doubt  they  do  the  home  as  well.  They  are  both  progress- 
ing and  developing  in  method  and  matter.  The  drawing  is 
well  nigh  indispensable  in  supplementing  the  other  work. 
Its  value  in  this  respect  is  quite  comparable  to  its  value  as  a 
real  art  study. 

It  should  be  mentioned  here  that  each  school  has  pur- 
chased pictures  for  the  room,  and  those,  with  the  adornments 
which  the  ingenuity  and  taste  of  the  teachers  have  provided, 
make  our  school  rooms  attractive  places  to  visit. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  general  tone  and  spirit  of  the  High  School  are  worthy 
of  attention  and  commendation.  This  atmosphere  is  due  to 
the  cordial  co-operation  of  both  teachers  and  pupils  ;  the 
school  is  remarkably  free  from  friction  of  any  kind.  There 
are  instead,  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  as  a  whole,  courteous 
manners  and  good  attention  to  work.  I  am  confident  there 
is  a  logical  connection  between  this  gratifying  character  of 
the  school  and  the  serious  purposes  and  enthusiastic  devo- 
tion of  all  the  teachers  to  their  duties. 

The  work  of  the  High  School  should  be  and  is  absorbing 
and  exacting.    No  pupil  of  ordinary  abilities  can  expect  to 


succeed  unless  he  surrenders  himself  wholly  to  its  demands 
upon  his  time  and  efforts.  In  the  lower  grades  he  can,  with- 
out detriment  to  his  school  work,  give  a  good  deal  of  atten- 
tion to  pleasure  and  play,  and  that  is  right ;  the  growing  boy 
or  girl  needs  just  such  diversions.  But  when  the  youth  en- 
ters the  High  School,  I  think  it  is  well  for  parent  and  pupil 
to  consider  that  a  real  absorbing  business  has  begun,  that 
habits  of  close  and  steady  application  to  work  should  be  ac- 
quired, for  these  are  the  qualities  of  character  requisite  for 
success  in  practical  life.  There  should  be  due  regard  of 
course  to  rational  but  not  distracting  recreations. 

I  would  commend  to  the  attention  of  the  committee  and 
the  public  the  suggestions  and  recommendations  contained 
in  the  thorough  and  interesting  report  of  the  principal. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  kind 
co-operation,  for  their  courteous  and  responsive  consideration 
of  my  efforts.  I  desire  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedneSvS  to 
the  many  citizens  who  have  encouraged  me  by  their  cor- 
dial treatment  and  support.  To  the  School  Committee,  also, 
I  express  my  thanks  for  their  kind  interest  and  counsel.  In 
return  for  all  these  manifestations  of  appreciation  and  inter- 
est in  the  schools,  I  shall  endeavor  to  give  you  my  best  time 
and  energies  for  the  promotion  of  public  education  in  the 
town.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


To  Mr.  W.  C.  Hobbs,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  accordance  with  your  repuest,  I  hereby  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report : — 

A  reviewal  of  the  work  in  music  for  the  past  year  is  very 
encouraging. 

Success  in  music,  as  in  every  other  study,  depends  largely 
upon  the  constant  interest  of  both  teachers  and  pupils,  with 
the  disposition  to  study  and  conquer  difficulties.  I  find  the 
conditions  in  the  schools  favorable  to  the  best  possible  work 
in  all  grades. 

Music  has  always  had  a  place  in  school  and  for  years  the 
voices  of  the  children  have  been  raised  each  morning  in  songs 
of  worship,  and  the  work  of  the  day  has  been  relieved  by 
songs  of  recreation.  No  one  denies  the  refining  influence  of 
music,  and  its  refreshing  effect  on  the  mind  of  the  average 
child.  Many  urge  for  it  a  place  in  the  schools  for  these 
reasons  alone,  although  educators  are  coming  more  and  more 
to  recognize  its  value  as  a  disciplinary  study,  and  to  realize 
its  power  when  properly  presented,  to  develop  the  mind  and 
will  of  the  child. 

The  teachers,  whether  special  or  grade,  must  be  heart  and 
soul  in  sympathy  with  childhood,  eager  to  give  the  best  of 
thought,  life,  and  very  self  to  the  work. 

The  past  few  years  have  shown  great  improvement  in  the 
methods  of  teaching  every  study,  but  in  no  single  branch  has 
the  change  been  greater  than  in  the  teaching  of  music. 

Necessary  material  has  been  generously  furnished  and  the 
work  in  music  is  progressing  satisfactorily. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  superintendent,  school  board, 
and  teachers  for  their  kind  support.

The  child  is  finding  art  in  the  broader  field,  the  outside 
world ;  many  encouraging  signs  and  words  the  children  have 
given  me. 

Get  intense  interest  and  the  work  will  go  on,  while  the 
child  forgets  facts  the  taste  will  stay. 

What  we  need  most,  is  a  closer  touch  and  companionship 
with  good  works  of  the  great  artists,  to  look  into  their  world, 
to  know  the  beauty  of  the  past. 

An  amount  of  thirty  dollars  has  been  collected  by  teachers 
and  scholars  for  works  of  art,  which  will  enable  us  to  get 
one  picture  for  each  room. 

The  class  at  the  high  school  is  larger  than  last  year,  the 
work  accomplished  is  fair  by  the  freehand  class  and  the  me- 
chanical class. 

Faithfulness  and  earnestness  are  doing  what  they  always 
will  do,  therefore  teachers  and  scholars  are  advancing. 

Upon  the  regular  teacher,  in  great  measure,  depends  the 
actual  results  ;  and  with  pleasure  I  recommend  them  for  the 
willingness  and  efficiency  with  which  they  have  followed  my 
plans.

Report  of  Principal  of  High  School. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  ; 

I  herewith  present  my  second  report  for  your  considera- 
tion. 

Enrollment  for  the  past  school  year,  101  ;  number  of  boys> 
48  ;  number  of  girls,  53  ;  number  in  graduating  class  of  June 
29,  1899,  23. 

Two  of  the  graduates  entered  Bridge  water  Normal  School, 

The  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  past  year  is  96.47,  a 
decrease  of  .26  from  that  of  1898 :  but  the  Pro  Rata  of  Tard- 
iness, 3.17,  is  a  gain  of  .37. 

Special  emphasis  has  been  laid  on  punctuality. 

The  comparatively  small  enrollment  is  accounted  for  by 
the  introduction  of  the  ninth  grade,  which  reduced  the  num- 
ber of  classes  in  the  high  school  from  four  to  three.  In  the 
present  senior  class  there  are  five  boys  and  fifteen  girls. 
Three,  possibly  four,  of  the  boys,  and  two  of  the  girls  will 
enter  college,  and  two,  possibly  more,  of  the  girls  will  enter 
normal  school. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  as  revised  in  1896  is  in  the  school  re- 
port of  1898. 

The  changes  made  Sept.,  1898,  are  explained  in  the  same 
report. , 

The  introduction  of  the  ninth  grade  rendered  another  re- 
vision advisable.  A  new  curriculum,  therefore,  went  into 
operation  with  the  class  entering  last  September. 
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It  consists  of  two  courses,  a  Latin-Scientific  course  of  four 
years  and  an  English  course  of  three  years. 

Both  courses  appear  in  this  report.  Whether  this  curric- 
ulum should  be  followed  without  making-  further  changes  at 
this  time,  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  question  of  considerable  im- 
portance. 

There  are  two  matters  connected  with  the  question  which  I 
wish  to  speak  of  briefly ;  one  is  the  study  of  Greek  and  the 
other  is  elective  studies. 

The  reasons  for  dropping  Greek  from  the  course  of  study 
were  given  in  a  report  of  the  former  superintendent.  I  ap- 
proved of  dropping  it.  I  am  not  as  confident  now  as  1  was 
then  of  the  wisdom  of  the  change.  Since  the  removal  of 
Greek  several  of  our  graduates  have  been  considerably  ham- 
pered during  their  first  year  in  college.  Applying  for  ad- 
mission to  a  college  where  a  year's  preparation  in  Greek  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  secure  regular  standing  in  the  Fresh- 
man class,  they  were  allowed  to  enter  only  on  condition  that 
the  Greek  be  made  up  during  the  first  half  of  the  Freshman 
year. 

It  is  true  that  we  are  likely  to  want  what  we  cannot  have  : 
it  is  a  fact  nevertheless  that  the  call  for  Greek  is  growing- 
audible  among  our  pupils  and  graduates.  There  are  at  pre- 
sent three  pupils,  a  senior  and  two  juniors,  who  want  Greek 
in  preparation  for  college.  They  are  receiving  instruction 
from  me  after  session  as  many  times  a  week  as  I  can  attend 
to  them. 

I  am  not  obliged  to  attend  to  them ;  they  can  prepare  for 
college  in  some  other  school.    Does  Whitman  desire  that? 

I  predict  that  a  goodly  number  of  the  Freshman  class  will 
prove  promising  candidates  for  Greek  before  the  clos|  of  the 
present  school  year.  This  is  indicated  by  what  appears  un  • 
der  the  topic,  Freshman  Class. 

Furthermore  it  seems  to  me  that  a  re-action  is  already  set- 
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ting  in  for  the  encouragement  of  the  so  called  classical 
studies. 

"While  I  do  not  believe  that  preparation  in  Greek  should 
be  demanded  of  every  pupil  who  enters  college,  and  do  not 
recommend  it  for  every  pupil  in  a  high  school,  I  do  believe 
it  to  be  a  very  profitable  study  for  those  who  are  adapted  to 
it.    Should  it  not  have  a  place  in  our  curriculum? 

These  remarks  lead  to  the  second  matter  mentioned  above, 
elective  studies. 

I  doubt  that  this  is  the  proper  place  for  stating  the  chief 
arguments  for  and  against  electives  in  secondary  schools* 
Suffice  it  to  say  that  here  again  it  appears  to  be  the  tendency 
of  the  times  to  introduce  elective  studies,  and  even  in  schools 
where  the  majority  of  the  studies  are  elective  I  do  not  hear 
of  any  disposition  to  return  to  the  iron-clad  courses. 

If  this  innovation  must  come  in  our  curriculum,  it  seems  to 
me  there  are  reasons  for  introducing  it  at  once. 

FRESHMAN  CLASS. 

In  the  class  entering  from  the  ninth  grade,  Sept.,  1899, 
there  are  at  this  writing,  forty-five  pupils,  fifteen  taking  the 
English  course  and  thirty  taking  the  Latin-Scientific  course. 

There  are  only  three  whose  aptitude  for  Latin  is  question- 
able. 

The  pupils  of  this  class,  as  a  rule,  are  more  studious,  take 
bold  of  their  work  with  better  spirit,  and  do  more  satisfactory 
work  than  has  been  the.  case  with  any  other  entering  class 
since  my  connection  with  the  school. 

All  this,  in  my  opinion,  proves  the  wisdom  of  introducing 
the  ninth  grade ;  certainly  as  far  as  its  influence  upon  the 
high  scIiqoI  is  concerned. 

It  is  a  very  encouraging  thing  for  two-thirds  of  the  class 
to  enter  upon  the  four-years  course  of  study  and  show  them* 
selves  able  to  do  the  work  satisfactorily. 
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VISITATION. 

Visitors  to  the  high  school  were  fewer  than  during  the 
year  1898. 

Invitations  to  parents  do  not  bring  them  into  the  school 
room. 

I  wish  they  would  come.  The  more  and  the  oftener,  the 
better.  This  matter  was  treated  somewhat  at  length  in  my 
first  report. 

RANK  AND  PROMOTION. 

In  determining  the  rank  of  a  pupil  we  put  him  in  compar- 
ison with  no  other  pupil ;  we  consider,  as  we  are  able,  his 
individual  capacity,  effort  and  attainment. 

We  are  gradually  stiffening  the  conditions  of  promotion ; 
it  is  deemed  necessary  to  do  so. 

I  have  never  known  of  a  school  where  so  favorable  oppor- 
tunities were  given  pupils  for  making  up  work. 

In  fact,  I  have  thought  at  times  that  the  privilege  is  grant- 
ed too  far. 

We  intend  that  promotion  shall  mean  something,  and  that 
four,  or  three  years  of  experience  in  the  high  school  shall  be 
worth  something  to  the  pupil. 

The  educational  tone  of  this  school  is  improving.  The 
school  is  climbing  to  a  higher  grade  of  scholarship. 

The  teachers  see  the  movement  and  are  working  in  sym- 
pathy with  it. 

As  long  as  I  am  a  worker  in  any  school,  I  shall  use  my  in- 
fluence to  make  pupils  with  whom  I  come  in  contact  self-re- 
liant, self-directing,  lovers  of  work,  of  honesty,  of  progress 
towaads  higher  standards,  intellectual  and  moral. 

A  high  school  ought  to  stand  for  work,  for  mental  power, 
for  right  habits  of  thought  and  action. 

With  the  majority  of  our  pupils  we  are  training  for  life. 


As  far  forth  as  I  am  able  I  intend  to  make  that  training  nat- 
ural, not  artificial ;  genuine  not  superficial ;  true,  not  false. 

ANNUAL  PUBLIC  EXERCISES. 

It  has  been  customary  for  a  long  time  for  the  high  school 
to  be  represented  once  a  year  in  some  kind  of  public  exercise. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  quality  of  the  exercises 
has  gradually  improved  for  several  years  past,  the  proceeds 
have  been  falling  off.  The  proceeds  from  the  Literary  and 
Musical  Entertainment  given  April  26,  1899,  were  so  small 
that  I  considered  the  matter  seriously  before  plans  were 
made  for  an  entertainment  this  year — 1900. 

If  the  attendance  is  not  larger  at  the  coming  entertain- 
ment, will  it  not  be  well  to  dispense  with  a  public  exercise 
next  year  ? 

I  believe  that  in  some  respects  it  is  beneficial  to  the  school 
to  hold  such  exercises  whether  a  dollar  is  realized  or  not ; 
but  the  facts  are  that  it  is  hard  work  both  for  teachers  and 
for  pupils  to  meet  the  extra  requirements  ;  the  proceeds  are 
devoted  to  the  needs  of  the  school,  and  tangible  results  are 
necessary  to  arouse  very  much  enthusiasn  among  the  pupils. 

WORK  AND  CONDUCT  OF  PUPILS. 

The  work  of  the  pupils,  as  a  rule,  has  been  more  satisfac- 
tory than  it  was  during  1898. 

The  number  of  pupils  taking  special  courses  of  study  has 
been  smaller,  and  the  number  of  disinterested  and  turbulent 
spirits  has  diminished.  Still  the  efficiency  of  the  school  has 
been  somewhat  affected  by  the  following  conditions. 

It  seemed  necessary  to  form  three  classes,  which  would 
not  otherwise  have  had  place  in  the  school,  to  enable  several 
pupils  to  make  up  work,  and  render  possible  their  graduation 
in  the  class  of  which  they  had  been  members. 

This  meant  a  draft  on  time  and  energy  of  teachers  which 


otherwise  would  have  been  employed  for  the  good  of  a  mncfo 
larger  number. 

The  value  of  high  school  training  is  not  yet  fully  realized 
by  parents  in  general.  The  importance  of  making  school 
work  a  business  for  forty  weeks  in  the  year  is  not  appreciat- 
.  ed.  The  serious  loss  to  the  pupil  and  the  detriment  to  the 
whole  school  of  absence  from  school  are  not  considered  as 
they  ought  to  be.  Too  many  absences  are  for  unnecessary 
reasons.  Too  often  the  school  is  made  secondary  in  import- 
ance to  appointments,  visits,  and  entertainments. 

The  demand  made  upon  some  of  our  pupils  to  help  get 
ready,  and  to  take  part  in,  entertainments  not  connected  with 
the  school,  is  demoralizing  in  its  influence  upon  their  school 
work. 

This  may  be  looked  at  from  another  standpoint.  I  do  not 
think,  however,  that  pupils,  parents,  societies,  etc.,  are  as 
.  considerate  as  they  should  be  of  the  welfare  of  the  school. 

As  regards  conduct,  we  have  a  very  well  behaved  class  of 
boys  and  girls. 

Occasionally  there  is  a  ripple  of  unrest,  but  serious  cases 
of  discipline  are  rare. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  teachers  associated  with  me  have  worked  faithfully 
and  successfully. 

Your  suggestions  have  been  timely  and  helpfuL 
I  thank  all  for  hearty  co-operation.

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COURSE  OF  STUDY  IN  LANGUAGE. 

(MINIMUM  OF  WORK) 

GRADE  I. 

The  work  in  language  should  be  largely  oral.  The  child- 
ren should  be  encouraged  to  express  themselves  freely  about 
objects  familiar  to  them  and  about  the  subjects  of  their  read- 
ing lessons.  Let  them  observe  and  talk  about  plants,  ani- 
mals, and  birds — indeed  about  anything  that  interests  them. 

The  aim  of  language  study  should  be  to  acquire  ideas,  the 
power  to  express  them  correctly  and  in  choice  language. 

Written  Work. — Copy  words  and  sentences  from  cards, 
black-board,  and  readers.  After  the  observation  of  some  ob- 
ject, short  sentences  may  be  written  on  the  board  to  be  cop- 
ied. Let  the  children  write  their  names,  days  of  the  week 
and  months  as  the}^  occur.  During  the  last  half  of  the  year 
the  child  may  be  encouraged  to  write  original  sentences. 

Technical  Work. — Insist  that  every  sentence  begin  with  a 
capital  and  end  with  a  period  or  interrogation  mark.  Be- 
fore the  close  of  the  year  the  child  will  acquire  correct  hab- 
its in  these  respects.

REPORT  OF  NUMBERING  COMMITTEE. 


At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  assessors  were  chosen  a 
committee  to  number  dwellings  and  other  buildings  in  town, 
the  work  to  be  done  before  the  first  day  of  May  last. 

This  work  was  rendered  necessary  in  order  that  the  asses- 
sors could  comply  with  the  provision  of  Chapter  548  of  the 
Acts  of  1898  and  amendments  thereto,  which  requires  that 
the  assessors  shall  in  their  list  of  tax  payers,  not  only  desig- 
nate upon  what  street  the  tax  payer  lives,  but  in  which 
house  he  dwells. 

This  can  only  be  done  by  numbering  the  dwellings, 
though  some  towns  seek  to  comply  with  the  law  by  stating 
in  such  list  whether  the  person  lives  on  the  right  or  left  side 
of  said  street,  which  is  a  primitive  way  to  say  the  least. 
It  was  also  considered  that  public  convenience  and  necessity 
required  that  the  buildings  in  a  progressive  town  of  over 
6000  inhabitants  should  be  numbered  and  that  it  should  be 
done  in  such  a  systematic  manner  that  however  rapidly  cer- 
tain sections  of  the  town  might  grow  there  would  never  be 
any  reason  for  a  jumble  of  numbers  such  as  may  be  seen  in 
some  towns  and  cities  where  the  work  has  been  done  at  dif- 
ferent times  by  different  persons  and  with  no  regular  scale 
of  distances. 

This  committee  proceeded  to  measure  every  street  in  towD 
and  allowed  ten  feet  of  space  to  each  number.  This  dec- 
imal system  makes  easy  reckoning,  and  the  number  of  a  res- 
idence being  known,  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  tell  at  once  on 
which  side  of  the  street  and  how  far  from  the  head  of  the 
street  said  house  is  situated,  always  bearing  in  mind  that  all 


streets  are  numbered  from  the  principal  street  connected 
therewith,  and  that  odd  numbers  are  on  the  right  and  even 
numbers  on  the  left,  going  in  the  direction  as  the  numbers 
grow  larger, 

The  committee  found  little  opposition  to  their  work,  only 
three  or  four  persons  objecting  to  the  improvement,  and 
were  met  with  actual  physical  violence  in  only  one  case. 

On  the  occasion  referred  to  the  citizen  dashed  out  upon 
the  committee  with  an  uplifted  iron  bar,  but  after  having 
the  situation  explained  to  him,  promptly  apologized. 

The  assessors  and  other  boards  of  town  officers  have  re- 
ceived congratulation  from  the  U.  S.  pension  bureau,  from  the 
state  aid  department  and  other  state  boards  upon  the  evi- 
dence of  thrift  and  great  convenience  in  having  our  resi- 
dences numbered.  Following  is  the  cost  of  the  work :

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  PARK 

PLANS. 


Ky  vote  of  the  town  at  the  last  annual  meeting  a  coicuiittee  of  three 
was  chosen  to  procure  complete  plans  for  the  laying  out  of  Whitman 
Park. 

Your  committee  upon  investigation  found  that  the  tow  a  had  no 
working  plans  of  any  kind  of  the  park.  If  any  had  ever  been  made 
they  had  been  lost,  and  as  there  had  been  alterations  and  additions 
made  since  the  first  survey,  the  plans,  if  found,  would  under  present 
conditions  be  useless. 

We  quote  from  a  letter  of  Feb.  26,  1900,  from  Mr.  E  W  Bow- 
ditch,  who  made  the  original  surveys  and  plans,  the  following  :  "You 
will  recollect  that  the  survey  was  made  about  eighteen  years  ago  and 
that  since  that  time  considerable  has  been  added  to  what  was  then 
the  park  land,  making,  as  I  understand,  about  fifteen  acres,  that  is, 
an  additional  purchase  of  about  one  and  one-half  acres  to  what  con- 
stituted the  park  property  when  the  survey  was  made.  The  original 
scheme  did  not  include  these  additions  although  the  plan  was  made 
up  on  the  supposition  that  certain  portions  would  be  purchased,  as 
was  suggested  by  me  at  that  time,  but  the  town  has  at  various  times 
made  additional  purchases  that  were  not  contemplated  when  the 
scheme  was  made  up,  so  that  it  would  be  hardly  practicable  to  follow 
out  the  original  scheme  without  at  least  having  surveys  made  ot  the 
additions  that  have  been  purchased  from  time  to  time  and  the  whole 
considered  as  a  unit.  Even  this  I  think  would  hardly  be  satisfac- 
tory, for  the  topography  has  been  considerably  changed  in  various 
portions  of  what  was  the  original  park  and  no  plan  or  survey,  as  far 
as  I  know,  of  these  has  ever  been  made,  so  that  with  the  exception 
of  small  portions  which  did  not  require  regrading,  we  are  practically 
in  the  same  condition  as  when  the  first  survey  was  made.  From  my 
visit  of  two  years  ago,  I  would  say  that  I  believe  the  original  plan 
has  only  been  followed  in  a  general  way,  and  as  I  remember  it  at 
that  time,  if  continued  in  that  general  line,  they  were  liable  to  en- 
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counter  serious  difficulties  when  they  began  work  on  the  various  pur- 
chases that  have  been  added  to  the  park  property,  probably  because 
there  has  been  no  topographical  surveys,  so  far  as  I  know,  or  any 
definite  study  given  to  these  additions,  and  I  would  say  that  it  is  ab- 
solutely unsafe  to  try  to  work  along  without  some  professional  advice 
or  some  one  make  a  careful  study  of  what  is  proposed  to  be  done." 

The  town  of  Whitman  is  unusually  fortunate  in  having  a  piece  ot 
land  for  a  park  located  in  the  very  center  of  the  town  and  possessing 
many  natural  beauties  and  it  should  appreciate  this  fact,  and  we  be- 
lieve it  does,  and  that  the  town  is  anxious  to  beautify  and  improve 
t  he  park  so  that  the  people  can  enjoy  it.  With  this  idea  your  com- 
mittee sought  for  the  best  talent  procurable,  so  that  these  natural  ad- 
vantages would  be  made  the  most  of. 

After  consulting  several  of  the  leading  landscape  architects  the 
committee,  owing  to  the  liberal  appropriation  of  the  town,  were  en- 
abled to  secure  the  services  of  Ernest  W.  Bowditch  to  make  the  topo- 
graphical survey,  he  being  the  leading  surveyor  ot  New  England, 
and  Olmsted  Brothers  of  Brookline  as  landscape  architects,  who  have 
laid  out  most  of  the  largest  and  finest  parks  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  including  those  of  New  York,  Brooklyn,  Buffalo,  Louisville, 
Milwaukee  and  many  other  cities,  and  all  the  parks  under  the  Metro- 
politan Park  Commission  and  the  Boston  Park  Commission,  making 
in  all  more  than  one  hundred  and  thirty  public  parks. 

In  laying  out  the  park  we  have  thought  best  not  to  make  any  great 
changes  in  that  part  which  has  already  been  improved  except  what 
was  necessary  to  make  it  harmonize  with  the  whole,  and  no  radical 
change  of  grade  in  any  part,  and  have  aimed  to  provide  as  many  re- 
creative features  as  is  compatible  with  the  general  scheme  of  land- 
scape treatment. 

The  present  ball  field  is  to  be  retained  until  such  time  as  the  town 
shall  provide  a  larger  and  better  field  elsewhere.  It  is  well  known 
that  there  is  not  sufficient  room  in  the  park  for  ball  playing  and  that 
the  character  of  the  improvements  and  the  surrounding  residences 
make  games  of  this  sort  objectionable.  The  town  owns  a  large 
tract  of  land  just  across  Essex  street  adjacent  to  the  park,  from  which 
the  gravel  is  being  removed,  and  if  care  is  taken  to  leave  a  level  sur- 
face as  the  gravel  is  taken  away,  the  town -will  soon  have  a  suitable 
Athletic  field  without  any  expense. 
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There  will  be  three  lawns  ou  the  park  adapted  to  tennis,  croquet, 
basket  ball  and  other  lawn  games  not  requiring  large  areas  and  not 
likelv  to  attract  great  crowds.  These  lawns  will  also  be  lar^e 
enough  for  small  boys  to  play  ball  on  as  at  present. 

The  pond  it  is  proposed  to  fill  up  within  fifteen  inches  of  the  pro- 
posed water  level  with  fine  sand  or  gravel,  forming  a  shallow  pool  in 
which  children  can  amuse  themselves  by  wading  and  sailing  toy 
boats  in  summer,  and  upon  which  they  can  skate  with  perfect  safety 
in  winter.  The  present  water  supply  is  hardly  fit  for  this  purpose, 
being  greatly  contaminated  during  rain  storms  by  street  refuse,  and 
to  overcome  this  we  propose  to  connect  she  present  inlet  and  outlet 
in  a  chamber  which  will  act  as  a  catch  basin  and  to  connect  this 
basin  by  a  two  inch  pipe  with  the  pool.  This  small  pipe  will  con- 
duct to  the  pool  all  the  water  necessary  to  keep  it  at  an  even  level 
and  but  little  of  the  foul  water  which  flows  through  the  basin  during 
storms  will  get  into  the  pool,  but  will  pass  on  directlv  through  the 
outlet. 

The  overflow  of  this  pool  is  to  be  piped  to  the  woodland  pools 
through  an  outlet  chamber  similar  to  the  one  shown  for  the  outlet  of 
the  woodland  pools.  By  this  arrangement  this  pool  can  at  any  time 
be  drawn  off  for  the  purpose  of  weeding  or  cleaning. 

As  it  was  necessary  to  provide  a  suitable  building  to  serve  as  a 
shelter  and  for  bind  concerts  it  is  proposed  to  erect  such  a  building 
between  the  two  small  hills  and  is  to  be  of  two  stories,  the  upper 
story  being  a  simple  roofed  area  entered  from  the  top  of  each  of  the 
hills.  One  end  ot  the  shelter  can  be  utilized  for  band  concerts.  Ad- 
joining the  building  a  hard  gravel  area  is  proposed  where  a  large 
number  of  park  benches  can  be  set  during  concerts.  Additional 
space  for  those  who  prefer  to  sit  on  the  grass  will  be  available  be- 
yond the  gravel  area  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  shelter  building. 
The  gravel  area  can  be  used  for  certain  children's  games  requiring 
a  smooth  surface,  such  as  marbles,  spinning  tops,  and  the  like.  The 
lower  story  of  the  shelter  is  to  be  partially  occupied  by  the  walk  con- 
necting the  wading  pool  with  the  eastern  parts  of  the  park,  and  un- 
der each  end  of  the  building  on  a  level  with  the  walk  very  much 
needed  toilet  accommodations  are  to  be  provided. 

Sands  courts  are  proposed  both  east  and  west  of  the  shelter  build- 
ing, thus  affording  shelter  from  the  wind  and  exposure  to  the  sun 
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when  the  air  is  cool,  or  shade  morning  or  afternoon  when  the  heat  is 
excessive.  These  sand  courts  are  to  be  surrounded  on  both  sides  by 
benches  for  mothers  and  guardians  of  the  little  chileren  who  will  use 
then!  and  they  arc  to  be  enclosed  on  the  other  two  sides  by  fences  so 
as  to  keep  others  from  intruding  upon  them-  Vines  are  to  be  trained 
on  these  fences  and  over  the  building. 

For  landscape  effect  we  propose  in  addition  to  the  various  lawns, 
hills,  groves  and  the  wading  pool,  a  series  of  winding  pools  in  the 
low  ground  now  occupied  by  the  partially  wooded  swamp.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  utilize  the  existing  natural  conditions  in  this  way  rather  than 
to  destroy  them  by  filling  over  the  low  ground,  which  would  kill  all 
the  trees,  and  create  merely  an  additional  lawn,  of  which  there  will 
be  several  others  in  the  park.  The  water  which  now  flows  into  the 
swamp  is  of  a  very  foul  character  and  we  propose  to  connect  the  two 
existing  drains  directly  with  the  present  drain  under  Essex  street,  so 
that  none  of  this  foul  water  will  run  into  the  pools.  The  water  for 
these  pools  is  to  be  supplied  by  the  overflow  from  the  wading  pool. 

In  order  to  make  the  land  sufficiently  dry  in  this  part  of  the  park  it 
is  proposed  to  lower  the  level  of  the  water  in  the  swamp  by. laying  a 
small  drain  down  Essex  street  direct  to  the  pond.  This  will  make 
the  level  of  the  water  in  the  winding  pools  about  two  feet  lower  than 
the  present  level.  All  the  Ailing  that  will  be  necessary  will  be  to 
cover  the  roots  of  the  trees  that  protrude.  We  believe  that  this  ar- 
rangement will  be  a  perfectly  agreeable  and  healthful  one  and  supply 
a  beautiful  and  interesting  landscape  feature  for  enjoyment  of  visitors 
to  the  park.  Both  for  the  sake  of  safety  and  to  avoid  unnecessary 
expense  it  is  proposed  to  have  these  pools  comparatively  shallow  and 
to  line  the  bottom  and  sides  with  clean  gravel. 

A  shallow  pool  is  likely  to  fill  up  with  a  dense  growth  of  water 
plants.  There  are  two  practicable  ways  of  avoiding  this.  In  the 
ease  of  the  wading  pool  it  will  be  necessary  to  keep  it  free  of  weeds 
by  cutting  them  or  by  drawing  off  the  water  and  hoeing  them  out. 
This  is  not  a  very  serious  matter  and  is  but  little  more  trouble  than 
the  weeding  of  the  walks,  which  is  constantly  required.  In  the  case 
of  the  ornamental  pools  in  the  hollow,  however,  we  propose  to  obviate 
the  difficulty  by  densely  shading  them  by  trees  and  for  this  reason 
the  pools  are  made  long  and  narrow  so  the  trees  will  very  soon  meet 
over  head     This  will  kill  out  all  the  weeds. 
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In  the  general  treatment  of  the  park  it  is  proposed  to  retain  the 
general  character  of  the  plantations  already  existing,  in  the  □<  w 
plantations ;  that  is  to  say,  the  plantations  will  include  a  considerable 
portion  of  garden  shrubbery  interesting  because  of  its  more  or  less 
showy  flowers.  No  flower  beds  are  laid  out  in  any  part  of  the  park, 
nor  are  any  shrubs  requiring  special  care  to  be  planted. 

In  the  eastern  part  of  the  park,  however,  we  thought  it  would  be 
more  appropriate  and  more  in  harmony  with  the  existing  conditions 
to  use  almost  exclusively  native  trees  and  shrubs,  thus  affording  an 
interesting  contrast  between  the  two  ends  of  the  park,  instead  of  treat- 
log  it  everywhere  alike. 

The  drawings  show  a  small  tool  house  in  the  western  half  of  the 
park,  where  there  will  be,  in  all  probability,  much  more  cleaning  up 
work  to  be  done  than  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  park.  This  little 
house  is  intended  to  be  built  on  the  ground ;  that  is,  without  any 
wooden  floor,  and  is  to  be  only  about  six  and  one-half  feet  to  the  eaves  ; 
it  should  be  built  like  a  fence  with  red  cedar  posts  at  the  corners  and 
be  covered  outside  with  pine  or  white  oak  slabs,  with  the  bark  taken 
oflT,  but  stained  a  reddish  brown,  the  roof  to  be  covered  with  shingles 
stained  with  the  same  color.  The  surrounding  shrubbery  will  prevent 
the  tool  house  from  being  unduly  conspicuous. 

At  present  there  are  on  both  Whitman  avenue  and  Park  avenue  a 
mall  and  a  sidewalk  running  parallel  with  each  other  and  but  a  few  feet 
apart.  This  makes  two  walks  to  be  taken  care  of  where  but  one  is  need- 
ed and  reduces  the  available  park  area  by  just  so  much.  It  is  now 
proposed  to  plant  the  sidewalk  that  runs  parallel  with  the  mall  to  low 
shrubbery  excepting  that  in  the  vicinity  of  the  ball  field,  which  will 
be  kept  in  turf  for  the  present.  This  change  will  be  a  great  im- 
provement and  reduce  the  expense  of  caring  for  this  part  of  the  park. 

Walks  have  been  laid  out  in  such  places  as  convenience  suggested, 
and  also  about  the  pools  in  the  lower  part  of  the  park,  and  all  walks 
have  been  made  a  uniform  width  of  twelve  feet,  as  this  is  the  stand- 
ard width  for  the  walks  in  parks  of  the  nature  of  Whitman  Park. 

The  plans  secured  by  your  committee  for  the  improvement  of  Whit- 
man Park  consist  of  the  following  drawings  : — 
Grading  plan, 
Planting  plan, 
Drainage  plan. 
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Plans  of  Shelter  Building, 

Profiles  for  Grading  Plan, 

Cross  Sections  for  Grading  Plan, 

Plan  of  Catch  Basin  for  Pipe  to  Wading  Pool, 

Plan  of  Outlet  Chamber  for  Pools, 

Details  of  Standard  Catch  Basins  and  Man  Holes, 

Topographical  Survey, 

Topographical  Survey  and  Grading  Plan  Combined. 

Tracings  ot  the  above  uamed  plans  are  deposited  with  Olmstead 
Brothers,  Brookline,  Mass.,  and  prints  of  any  plan  can  be  had  at  any 
!;ime  by  ordering  from  them. 

The  grading  plan  is  veiy  complete,  so  that  any  engineer  can  lay  it 
out.  The  planting  plan  specifies  the  location  and  kind  of  each  tree 
that  is  to  be  set,  and  the  variety  and  number  of  shrubs  in  each  bed, 
in  fact  the  plans  with  the  exception  of  the  shelter  building  are  car- 
ried out  to  the  smallest  detail. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  Caroline  H.  Whitman  Fund 
be  used  to  build  the  shelter  building,  which  would  then  be  a  perma- 
nent memorial  to  the  donor.  The  style  and  location  of  the  bnildiug 
makes  it  the  feature  of  the  park,  and  we  believe  would  be  utilized 
and  contribute  more  to  the  pleasure  of  the  people  who  use  the  park 
than  any  other  thing  the  fund  could  be  used  for.  The  fund  at  pres- 
ent is  not  large  enough  to  complete  the  shelter,  but  the  committee 
hope  some  public  spirited  citizen  will  embrace  the  opportunity  to  con- 
tribute a  sufficient  sum  to  complete  the  building  at  once. 

It  seems  desirable  for  several  reasons  that  the  park  be  completed 
in  accordance  with  the  plans  we  have  procured  in  the  next  two  years, 
so  that  we  can  enjoy  the  benefits  and  pleasures  of  it  in  its  finished 
state,  and  because  it  can  be  better  and  more  economically  done  in 
one  job  with  the  whole  amount  of  money  at  hand,  than  by  doing  a 
little  each  year  as  has  been  done  in  the  past.  It  takes  years  to  grow 
trees,  shrubs  and  other  plantations,  and  train  them  into  the  proper 
shapes,  so  the  sooner  we  grade  and  plant  the  park  just  so  much  ear- 
lier shall  we  be  able  to  enjoy  it  in  its  completeness  and  beauty. 
That  it  will  be  very  beautiful  if  these  plans  of  Mr.  Olmstead  are 
carried  out,  no  one  who  has  examined  them  can  doubt. 

We  suggest  that  instead  of  assessing  the  whole  amount  in  one  or 
two  years,  that  the  money  be  raised  to  complete  the  park,  exclusive 
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of  the  shelter  building,  in  the  same  way  as  has  been  done  in  the  ease 
of  most  of  our  school  houses ;  that  is,  by  issuing  town  notes  to  run  a 
stated  number  of  years,  so  that  the  present  tax  payers  will  not  bear 
all  the  expense. 

The  town  has  not  as  yet  adopted  the  Park  Act,  but  it  would  seem 
advisable  that  some  steps  be  taken  in  this  direction,  as  some  regula- 
tions will  be  necessary  when  the  park  is  improved.

REPORT  OF  OVERSEERS  OF  POOR.

WHITMAN  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 

The  Library  has  enjoyed  a  prosperous  year.  The  circu- 
lation, as  may  be  seen  by  the  librarian's  report,  has  been  up 
to  former  years.  The  appropriation  of  this  year  made  it  pos- 
sible to  purchase  a  large  number  of  new  books,  as  well  as  to 
replace  worn  out  copies.  So  great  is  the  demand  for  the 
new  books,  that  the  trustees  have  limited  the  time  that  these 
may  be  kept  out  to  one  week.  This  gives  a  greater  number 
the  privilege  of  reading  the  books  while  they  are  new.  The 
trustees  have  also  abolished  the  practice  of  leaving  cards  for 
books.  When  a  book  is  now  returned  it  is  shelved,  and  the 
first  to  call  for  it  receives  it.  This  gives  all  equal  opportu- 
nities of  securing  the  more  popular  books. 

The  librarians  are  now  preparing  special  lists  of  books,  for 
the  use  especially  of  those  who  are  following  some  line  of 
research  or  making  a  study  of  some  particular  subject.  It 
is  hoped  this  will  assist  the  patrons  to  wider  knowledge  of 
the  liprary's  resources  and  will  increase  the  circulation  of  the 
best  books. 

This  year  the  library  has  joined  the  Mass.  Library  Art 
Olub,  and  has  had  several  exhibitions  of  photographs.  These 
are  very  instructive  and  have  been  enjoyed  by  a  great  many 
of  the  townspeople.  It  is  planned  to  have  exhibitions  from 
time  to  time. 

The  reading  room  has  had  a  large  number  of  patrons. 
Several  new  magazines  have  been  added  and  there  is  now  on 
the  table  a  copious  and  varied  supply  of  reading  matter. 
The  trustees  are  sorry  to  report  that  books  in  the  reading 
room  have  been  mutilated  and  pictures  and  illustrations  cut 
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from  the  magazines.  They  purpose  to  put  a  stop  to  this  at 
once.  There  is  a  law  that  applies  to  just  such  cases  and  the 
tirst  offence  of  this  kind  that  the  librarians  detect  will  be 
punished. 

The  trustees  would  once  more  call  attention  to  the  rule 
prohibiting  talking  in  the  library.  Such  talking  is  very  an- 
noying to  the  readers  and  quite  generally  forbidden  in  pub- 
lic libraries.  A  little  thoughtfulness  for  the  rights  of  others 
would  do  much  to  improve  library  manners.

REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN. 


Early  last  spring  much  improvement  was  made  on  the 
shade  and  ornamental  trees  of  the  principal  streets,  the  dead 
limbs  and  branches  interfering  with  the  travel  having  been 
sawed  off. 

By  request,  two  handsome  chestnut  trees  on  Broad  street 
and  two  large  elms  in  the  village  were  cut  down  and  re- 
moved, also  several  large  branches  from  trees  on  Harvard 
street. 

The  trees,  most  of  which  are  elms,  are  in  a  healthy  con- 
dition, but  many  maples  have  been  spoiled  by  the  electric 
wires,  which  ought  to  be  properly  insulated. 

The  warden  got  a  great  deal  of  information  and  new  ideas 
by  attending  a  lecture  of  the  Mass.  Forester's  Association, 
held  in  Boston,  and  would  suggest  that  a  certain  amount  be 
appropriated  to  purchase  and  set  out  more  shade  and  orna- 
mental trees  on  side  streets.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

The  year  1900  was  no  exception  to  the  good  record  of  the 
town  in  regard  "to  contagious  diseases.  We  are  singularly- 
fortunate  in  our  immunity.  Brockton  on  the  west,  North 
A  bingtoo  and  Rockland  on  the  north,  Plymouth  on  the  east, 
and  the  towns  to  the  south  have  all  had  their  epidemics  but 
Whitman  has  once  more  steered  clear.  Following  is  the  list 
of  contagious  cases:  Dipb theria,  14 ;  Scarlatina.  10;  Measles, 
10  ;  Typhoid  Fever,  6  ;  and  no  malignant  cases.  The  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  diphtheria  cases  is  thought  to  be  j 
the  result  of  the  protracted  dry  spell  and  consequent  low 
water.  Very  few  fatalities,  however,  resulted  from  this  dis- 
ease, owing  to  the  use  of  antitoxine,  a  supply  of  which  is  ! 
constantly  kept  on  hand  by  the  local  board,  furnished  by  j 
the  State  Board.  A  supply  of  culture  tubes  are  also  kept 
to  test  supposed  cases  and  prevent  further  contagion.  The 
Board  is  always  ready  to  test  cases  which  are  not  attended 
by  a  physician  without  expense  to  the  patient.  Physicians 
are  requested  to  make  tests  once  or  twice  a  week  in  conval- 
escing patients  until  a  negative  result  is  obtained.  Then 
the  patient  will  be  taken  from  quarantine.  Again  we  would 
call  the  attention  of  citizens  to  exercise  great  care  in  all  cas- 
es of  sore  throat,  which  may  be  blind  diphtheritic  cases,  yet 
highly  contagious.  Many  people  ask  why  the  Board  quar- 
antines Measles,  Scarlatina  and  Typhoid  Fever.  The  an- 
swer is :  The  State  Board  demand  it  as  it  is  a  State  law ;  in 
fact,  any  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health  may  be 
quarantined  by  the  local  Board. 

A  complaint  was  made  that  the  ventilation  of  some  of  the 
schools  was  very  imperfect,  so  much  so  as  to  endanger  the 
health  of  the  pupils.  Upon  investigation  the  Board  found  a 
very  dangerous  condition  existing  at  the  Hastings  School 


on  Alden  street,  in  fact,  not  enough  air  moving  through  the 
old  fashioned  ventilators  to  extinguish  a  burning  match 
The  only  method  of  securing  pure  air  was  the  primitive  one 
of  opening  the  windows. 

We  therefore  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Town  author- 
ize the  School  Committee  to  provide  at  once  some  modern 
method  of  ventilation  for  the  Hastings  School. 

The  Cattle  Inspector,  Dr.  Buuipus,  reports  that  the  milk 
farms,  stables  and  slaughter  houses  are  in  a  satisfactory  con- 
dition and  no  unusual  number  of  tuberculous  cattle.  Fol- 
lowing is  his  report:

Keneally  and  Mr.  Tyler,  and  the  receipts  from  the  wagon 
still  exceed  expenses  of  new  pipe  and  repairing.  Below  is 
Mr.  Keneally's  report ;

An  extra  expense  incurred  by  the  Board  this  year  was 
the  cleaning  out  of  the  trench  through  the  Dyer  meadow, 
built  to  carry  off  the  Commonwealth  S.  &  L.  Co.  sewerage. 
This  had  not  been  cleaned  out  for  several  years  and  was 
overflowing  the  meadows.  At  the  time  it  was  dug  the 
Town  voted  to  keep  it  open,  but  it  has  been  neglected  in 
the  past  few  years.  Mr.  Charles  Dyer,  Supt.  of  Roads,  had 
charge  of  the  work  and  it  was  completed  in  a  most  thorough 
manner.    Following  is  the  amount  expended,  -$257.40

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


Whitman,  Mass.,  Jan.  1,  1901. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  op  Selectmen  of  The  Town 
of  Whitman  : 

Gentlemen — In  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  I  here- 
with submit  this,  our  annual  report  of  the  condition  and  op- 
eration of  the  department  during  the  year  ending  Dec.  31, 
1900. 

APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  in  this  department  is  in  good  condition. 
It  consists  of  one  hook  and  ladder  truck,  one  hose  reel  and 
two  hose  wagons. 

We  have  added  this  year  two  three-gallon  hand  extin- 
guishers, which  we  placed  on  hook  and  ladder  truck,  which 
responds  to  all  alarms . 

HOSE  AND  HOUSES. 

W  e  have  five  thousand  feet  of  woven  cotton  hose,  rubber 
lined,  the  most  of  which  is  in  good  condition,  but  some  of 
it  is  old  and  may  give  out  at  any  time.  We  will  need  six 
hundred  feet  this  year. 

The  houses  are  in  poor  condition.  The  house  at  East 
Whitman  will  have  to  be  shingled  and  the  central  fire  sta- 
tion is  in  too  bad  condition  to  think  of  repairing,  as  it  would 
cost  more  than  it  is  worth  to  put  in  proper  condition.  We 
think  it  would  be  advisable  for  the  Town  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  five  to  inspect  the  house  and  to  report  at  some  fu- 
ture town  meeting  as  to  what  is  best  to  do — repair  the  old  or 
replace  with  a  new  house. 
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DEPARTMENT. 
There  is  in  this  department  sixty-five  men  ready  for  duty 
at  all  times  when  needed.     Their  record  defies  competition. 

FIRE  AND  INSURANCE. 
We  have  had  seventeen  alarms  for  fires  in  the  past  year. 
You  will  find  a  complete  and  accurate  statement  of  losses  by 
fire  and  amount  of  insurance,  also  date,  location,  and  origin 
of  the  same  in  a  tabular  statement  accompanying  this  report. 

HYDRANTS. 

The  hydrants  are  in  good  condition.  There  have  been 
three  new  hydrants  added  in  the  past  year,  There  are  142 
hydrants  in  all,  ten  of  which  are  private. 

FIRE  ALARM. 
The  fire  alarm  is  in  good  condition.    In  the  system  we 
have  twelve  miles  of  wire,  one  whistle  and  whistle  machine, 
two  bell-striking  machines,  nineteen  street  boxes  and  seven 
tappers  in  engineers '  and  drivers'  houses.

WATER  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


The  Water  Commissioners  herein  present  their  report  for 
the  year  1900,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Superintend- 
ent and  Treasurer. 

Early  in  the  season  the  Board  received  a  number  of  peti- 
tions for  the  extension  of  the  pipes  and  although  the  price 
of  pipe  has  advanced  considerably,  yet  we  felt  that  the  ex- 
tensions asked  for  should  be  granted. 

We  therefore  purchased  2000  feet  of  pipe,  which  has  been 
laid  by  the  superintendent  during  the  season. 

In  the  early  summer  the  dam  in  the  flume  running  under 
the  Dunbar  &  Hobart  factory  gave  way,  and  as  the  Com- 
pany would  not  rebuild  it  we  were  obliged  to  either  repaii 
the  old  or  build  a  new  one.  After  an  investigation  we  de- 
cided on  the  latter  and  built  a  new  dam  at  a  cost  of  about 
$200.00. 

Although  the  past  season  has  been  comparatively  a  dry 
one,  yet  the  consumption  of  water  has  been  less  than  last 
year,  the  daily  average  being  only  133,318  gallons,  and  as 
we  have  a  population  of  a  little  over  six  thousand  people, 
the  number  of  gallons  per  capita  is  small  compared  witk 
most  of  the  cities  and  towns  having  a  water  supply,  and  is 
rery  satisfactory  to  the  Board.

SERVICES. 
We  have  laid  23  services,  making-  a  total  of  988. 

METERS. 

The  number  of  meters  now  in  use  is  462,  with  a  small 
stock  on  hand  ready  for  use. 

The  pipe  line  is  in  excellent  condition,  having  had  but 
one  leak  during  the  year,  and  the  amount  of  water  pumped 
during  the  past  year  plainly  shows  that  very  little  water  is 
running  to  waste  through  leaky  pipes.

The  report  of  the  Park  Commission  will  be  very  brief 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Commissioner  received  no- 
tice from  the  Town  Clerk  as  follows : 

Whitman,  March  6,  1900. 

Mr.  Charles  H.  Bonney  : 

Dear  Sir —  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Town  of  Whit- 
man, held  March  5,  1900.  it  was  voted  under  Article  lias 
follows: 

Voted,  That  the  sum  of  $350.00  be  appropriated  under 
Article  11,  but  no  part  of  this  sum  is  to  be  used  for  develop 
ment  work  and  that  no  development  work  is  to  be  done  on 
the  park  until  a  plan  has  been  adopted  by  vote  of  the  town.

As  the  committee  have  taken  the  whole  year,  and  have 
never  made  any  report  to  the  town,  there  has  been  no  at- 
tempt  to  carry  out  the  plan  which  the  Commissioners  had  in 
view. 

The  grounds  have  been  taken  care  of  as  far  as  they  have 
been  finished.  The  grass  has  been  mowed  and  the  walks 
have  been  kept  in  good  condition.  There  is  a  large  quan- 
tity of  top  dressing  on  the  grounds  to  be  used  when  the 
grounds  are  finished. 

As  the  Town  chose  the  committee  to  secure  plans  for  the 
park  independent  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  who  should 
have  been  represented  in  this  work  ;  but  as  they  were  not 
we  hope  that  when  the  committee  get  through  that  the 
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town  will  take  hold  of  the  work  and  appropriate  a  sum. 
equal  at  least  to  that  paid  for  plans,  to  carry  on  the  work. 

We  again  recommend  the  curbing  the  pond  and  that  the 
cost  be  paid  from  the  Caroline  Whitman  Fund. 

We  ask  this  year  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,000.00.

REPORT. 

The  committee  desires  in  the  present  report  to  present  to 
the  citizens  of  the  town,  in  as  clear  and  brief  manner  as  pos- 
sible, the  needs  of  the  schools  for  the  coming  year. 

Lt  will  be  remembered  that  when  the  ninth  grade  was  es- 
tablished and  placed  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  Dyer  School, 
that  this  was  only  a  temporary  expedient,  it  being  at  the 
time  the  only  schoolroom  that  could  be  used  for  this  pur- 
pose, all  other  rooms  being  fully  occupied.  The  past  year 
the  ninth  grade  has  numbered  38  pupils  and  at  the  present 
time  lias  a  membership  of  64  pupils  and  occupies  a  room 
that  should  not  contain  more  than  45  pupils.  This  school  is 
so  large  and  the  studies  of  the  grade  of  such  a  character, 
that  a  recitation  room,  with  an  assistant,  is  an  absolute  ne- 
cessity. They  cannot  do  well  what  should  be  required  of 
them  for  the  reason  that  they  are  not  given  a  fair  chance  to 
complete  the  grammar  school  course,  which  is  a  very  impor- 
tant year  of  their  school  life.  The  overcrowding  of  this 
schoolroom  is  so  great  that  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view  it  be- 
comes a  serious  question.  It  is  plainly  evident  that  such  a 
condition  of  things  should  be  remedied  as  soon  as  possible. 
The  ninth  grade  the  coming  year  will  number  about  68  pu- 
pils. To  relieve  present  conditions  and  also  provide  for  the 
future  wants  of  the  schools,  the  committee,  after  careful  con- 
sideration and  consultation  with  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  has  considered  it  their  duty  to  request  the  town  to 
make  an  appropriation  at  the  coining  annual  meeting  for  a 
new  schoolhouse,  the  same  to  face  upon  Whitman  Avenue, 
in  the  rear  of  the  High  School  house  and  so  connected  with 
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it  that  any  future  increase  of  membership  of  the  High  School 
can  be  provided  for  in  the  new  building.  The  house  also 
should  be  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  not  only  the  ninth 
grade,  but  also  the  eighth  grades  from  schools  in  different 
sections  of  the  town  that  have  too  many  pupils.  These  in- 
creased accommodations  will  prevent  the  necessity  of  en- 
larging other  schoolhouses  by  reason  of  increase  of  pupils  in 
the  future. 

In  one  year  from  next  September  it  is  estimated  that  there 
will  be  160  pupils  in  the  High  School  with  four  grades,  it 
will  be  seen  that  such  an  increase  must  be  provided  for,  with 
the  expectation  that  the  number  will  increase  from  year  to 
year.  Should  the  town  make  the  appropriation  asked  for  at 
the  coming  annual  meeting,  the  building  would  not  probably 
be  ready  for  occupancy  before  the  beginning  of  another 
year.  The  committee  has  secured  plans  and  specifications 
for  such  a  building  as  we  think  is  needed,  from  responsible 
parties  in  town,  on  the  cost  of  construction,  which  with  the 
estimates  for  heating  and  ventilating  by  the  Fuller  &  War- 
ren system,  with  furniture  and  grading,  amount  to  $15,00o. 
which  sum  we  shall  ask  the  town  to  appropriate  at  the  next 
annual  meeting. 

The  committee  wishes  to  renew  their  request  that  was 
made  at  the  special  town  meeting  in  May  that  an  appropria- 
tion be  made  for  the  heating  and  ventilating  of  the  Hastings 
School.  This  schoolhouse  has  no  means  of  ventilation  ex- 
cept from  the  doors  and  windows,  and  contains  a  large  num- 
ber of  pupils.  They  are  plainly  entitled  to  as  good  sanitary 
provisions  as  schools  in  other  sections  of  the  town. 

A  distinguished  authority  on  sanitary  science  has  said 
upon  the  subject  of  ventilation,  that  it  is  necessary  to  re- 
member that  while  good  ventilation  is  a  very  desirable  thing, 
satisfactory  heating  in  cold  weather  is  still  more  desirable 
and  must  be  attained  even  if  the  ventilation  is  interfered 
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with  for  that  purpose.  The  principal  difficulty  in  the  way 
of  securing  good  ventilation  is  its  cost.  In  a  cold  climate, 
satisfactory  heating,  good  ventilation,  and  cheapness  are  not 
compatible.  It  is  comparatively  e&sy  to  obtain  any  two  of 
them,  but  impossible  to  have  the  three  together.  In  cold 
weather  the  air  must  be  warmed  to  secure  comfort,  it  must 
be  changed  to  secure  ventilation ;  the  changing  of  the  air 
carries  off  heat,  the  loss  of  which  must  be  supplied  by  fuel, 
which  fuel  costs  money.  The  greater  the  ventilation  the 
more  rapid  the  change  and  the  more  heat  required.  It  is 
therefore  quite  possible  to  judge  somewhat  of  the  merits  of  a 
heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  by  the  amount  of  fuel  con- 
sumed. Great  care  and  good  judgment  therefore  need  to  be 
exercised  by  janitors  of  school  buildings  to  keep  the  rooms 
comfortably  warmed  in  cold  weather  and  at  the  same  time 
fairly  well  ventilated. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  the  lot 
of  land  in  the  rear  of  the  Corthell  Schoolhouse  belonging  to 
Mr.  Walter  E.  Trufant.  This  land  joins  the  present  school 
lot,  within  a  few  feet  of  the  schoolhouse.  Should  a  house 
be  built  upon  it,  the  land  could  not  be  purchased  by  the 
town.  It  is  needed  for  a  playground,  and  this  is  the  only 
land  that  can  be  obtained  for  this  purpose.  Mr.  Trufant 
offers  the  land  to  the  town  at  cost,  namely,  $256.00. 


SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT , 


To  the  School  Committee: 

I  herewith  present  to  you  my  third  annual  report. 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  this  report,  in  compliance  with 
the  Law  of  1898,  the  statistics  for  attendance  of  children  in 
the  schools  apply  to  the,  year  beginning  September  5,  1 899, 
and  closing  June  29,  1900. 

All  items  referring  to  expenses  belong  to  the  fiscal  year  of 
the  town.  Hence  the  fiscal  year  of  1900  includes  the  last 
six  months  of  the  school  year,  Sept.,  1899,  to  June,  1900, 
and  the  four  months  of  the  present  school  year,  which  began 
Sept.,  1900,  and  will  close  in  June,  1901. 

The  last  census  of  children  between  5  and  15  years  old 
and  between  the  ages  of  T  and  14  was  taken  during  the 
month  of  September,  1900. 

Although  the  enrollment,  which  is  fluctuating  and  has  not 
so  much  significance  as  the  other  items  of  attendance,  is  79 
less  than  last  year,  the  average  membership  and  attendance 
are  both  larger  this  year.  It  is  gratifying,  also,  that  these 
elements  of  attendance  have  been  so  well  sustained  despite 
the  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  in  town  between  5 
and  15  years  old  according  to  the  census— 1080  Sept.,  1899, 
1044  in  1900. 

The  number  of  tardinesses  is  very  large,  3053,  averaging 
almost  three  for  every  pupil  in  the  schools.  This  is  not  a 
very  good  showing.  Allow  me  to  urge  parents  or  others  who 
are  in  any  way  responsible  for  the  attendance  of  pupils,  to 
co-operate  with  the  teachers  and  to  exert  their  influence  for 
promptness  and  punctuality  in  school.  Such  habits  are 
worth  as  much  in  life  as  knowledge  of  subjects.  It  is  very 
rare  that  a  boy  or  a  girl  can  have  a  good  reason  for  being 
tardy,  particularly  the  older  ones,  if  they  are  proud  of  a  good 
record  and  are  imbued  with  the  value  of  punctuality  as  a 
trait  of  character.

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GEADING. 

Several  changes  in  the  grading  were  effected  at  the  open- 
ing <>f  the  schools  in  September.  These  changes  apply  to 
the  Hastings  and  the  Gurney  buildings. 

It  was  evident  last  year  that  it  would  be  a  physical  im- 
possibility to  accommodate  all  the  pupils  in  5th,  6th,  and 
7th  grades  in  the  Hastings  building  on  the  plan  then  in  op- 
eration. Hence  it  was  decided  to  retain  in  the  Gurney 
building  all  pupils  of  the  5th  and  6th  grades  living  in  the 
Gurney  district  instead  of  having  them  attend  the  Hastings 
building  as  usual.  With  this  arrangement,  in  September 
the  schools  in  the  latter  numbered  as  follows  :  grades  7  and 
s.  55  pupils:  grades  6  and  7.  48;  grades  5  and  6,  47: 
grades  4  and  o,  51.  In  the  Gurnev  building,  the  grading 
was  as  follows  :  5th  and  6th  grades.  49  :  4th  and  a  division 
of  the  5th,52 :  2nd  and  3rd  grades,  46;  the  first  grade  47. 
Thus  in  each  building  there  are  about  200  pupils. 

In  the  Dyer  building  the  9th  grade  is  laboring  under  great 
disadvantages.  During  the  fall  term  this  school  had  68  pu- 
pils, all  in  one  room  and  there  are  now  about  65.  It  has 
been  necessary  of  course  to  have  an  assistant  ,  but  there  are 
no  accommodations  for  t  wo  teachers.  There  is  no  recitation 
room.  When  one  is  teaching  the  other  must  examine  the 
written  work  or  assist  individual  pupils  in  the  room  while 
recitations  are  going  on.  The  chief  point  to  be  made,  how- 
'ever,  is  that  65  pupils  are  an  unreasonable  number  for  one 
room.  Before  the  close  of  the  session  each  day  the  air  be- 
comes so  foul  that  all  are  uncomfortable  and  the  weaker  pu- 
pils frequently  suffer  headache.  I  have  had  the  testimony 
of  parents  on  the  latter  point.  The  studies  in  this  grade  are 
of  such  a  character,  connecting  as  they  do  with  the  High 
School,  the  wrork  suffers  under  such  unfavorable  circum- 
stances. 

Next  year  the  9th  grade  will  have  about  the  same  num- 
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bet  as  at  present,  but  the  year  following  it  will  number  80 
or  more  and  cannot  {K>ssibly  he  housed  in  this  building. 

The  school  containing  the  4th  and  5th  grades  is  always 
so  large  that  relief  is  sought  by  sending  many  of  the  chil- 
dren to  the'  Hastings  building.  This  has  caused  more  or 
less  inconvenience  to  the  pupils  and  considerable  complaint 
from  the  parents. 

In  the  Reed  building  the  room  containing  the  first  and 
second  grades  has  for  several  years  numbered  from  65  to' 
75  pupils.  The  assistant  has  been  obliged  to  teach  in  the 
hall  when  warm  enough;  at  other  times  both  teachers  hold 
recitations  in  the  same  room  at  the  same  time.  Any  one 
can  easily  understand  the  disadvantage  (not  to  say  absurd 
ity)  of  such  an  arrangement. 

Next  year  this  school  will  number  about  60.  but  the  ad- 
joining room,  having  third  and  fourth  grades,  will  number- 
over  60,  making  almost  impossible  conditions,  for  there  is  no 
more  provision  for  assistants  in  this  than  in  the  Dyer  build- 
ing. 

NEW  BUILDING. 

If  an  addition  should  be  built  in  the  rear  of  the  High 
School,  as  the  committee  propose,  I  would  recommend  the 
grading  to  be  as  follows.  Transfer  the  ninth  grade  to  the 
new  quarters,  also  the  eighth  grades  of  the  Reed  and  Hast- 
ings buildings.  Return  the  sixth  grade  of  the  Grurney 
building  to  the  Hastings.  The  following  conditions  would 
then  exist,  provided  the  number  of  pupils  is  about  the  same 
as  this  year.

We  might  make  some  changes  of  detail  in  the  grading, 
but  the  above  is  a  provisional  plan.  It  will  indicate  clear- 
ly to  the  citizens  the  number  of  children  to  be  provided  for 
and  will  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  proposed  addition- 
al accommodations  will  simply  establish  just  and  tolerable 
conditions.  Parents  particularly  will  recognize  that  we  are 
advising,  as  responsible  officials,  that  which  is  vital  to  the 
physical  and  intellectual  interests  of  their  children. 

As  it  is  probable  we  could  not  occupy  the  new  apart- 
ments before  January,  1902,  even  if  the  construction  should 
begin  as  early  as  possible  this  spring,  the  town  will  act  wise- 
ly and  none  too  soon  to  approve  and  adopt  the  recommend- 
ation of  the  School  Committee. 

EXPENSES. 

The  cost  per  pupil  this  year  for  text  books  and  supplies 
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was  '$1.44,  ten  cents  less  than  the  average  in  the  State ;  for 
all  expenses  $20.94,  #5.12  less  than  that  average.  I  venture 
to  suggest  that  the  cost  in  each  case  is  fully  as  low  as  it 
ought  to  be  and  that  an  increase  would  bring  a  better  return 
for  the  money  invested. 

The  appropriation  of  $1400  for  text  books  and  supplies 
is  not  enough  to  equip  the  schools  so  well  as  they  should  be 
equipped.  On  that  account  we  have  been  obliged  to  defer 
the  purchase  of  much  needed  material  in  the  way  of  books 
and  other  supplies.  We  should  have  an  appropriation  of  at 
least  $1500  this  year  to  obtain  absolute  necessities.  Among 
these  may  be  mentioned  the  change  of  several  text-books 
not  up-to-date,  and  the  supply  of  supplementary  reading 
sorely  needed  in  some  of  the  grades. 

Any  level-headed  business  man  would  insist  on  having  ef- 
ficient employees,  the  most  favorable  conditions  for  their 
labor,  and  the  best  material  to  enter  into  the  product  of 
their  labor.  He  would  tolerate  nothing  less ;  if  he  would, 
he  knows  that  much  of  his  investment  would  give  no  return, 
much  would  go  to  waste. 

Just  so  in  the  work  of  education.  The  product,  however, 
cannot  be  very  well  estimated,  or  appraised  by  anything  ma- 
terial, nevertheless  it  is  generally  recognized  as  of  priceless 
worth.  But  business  principles  must  be  observed  in  secur- 
ing results,  else  what  is  invested  will  involve  great  loss. 
Insufficient  funds  for  schools  are  something  like  a  hundred 
dollar  piano.  What  you  want  is  music ;  what  you  get  is 
modulated  noise.  Noise  is  dear  at  any  price,  but  the  har- 
mony of  sweet  sounds  is  simply  invaluable  in  its  refining  in- 
fluence on  character,  in  promoting  the  happiness  of  man- 
kind. In  short  music  has  educational  value,  which  cannot 
be  estimated  in  money. 

In  the  administration  of  the  schools  there  should  be  a 
rational  endeavor  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  forces  co- 
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operating  to  produce  the  best  results.  Among  these  forces 
are  instruction,  janitor  service,  attractive  school-rooms,  good 
ventilation,  .heating,  and  light,  books  and  other  supplies. 
All  these  elements  of  the  educational  product  are  of  the 
highest  importance  ;  none  should  be  neglected. 

The  old  education  gave  no  attention  to  the  physical  envi- 
ronment or  the  physical  condition  of  the  pupil.  It  is  no  ar- 
gument to-day  to  assert,  "I  went  to  school  under  such  con- 
ditions and  lived  through  it  all  right/'  The  words  of  Col. 
Parker  are  recalled  here,  *kWe  dwell  on  those  who  have  been 
saved  by  the  old  methods,  but  who  has  counted  the  lost  !" 

The  new  education  considers  these  physical  conditions 
fundamental.  Education  has  a  broader  significance  than 
formerly.  Education  which  does  not  administer  to  the 
needs  of  the  body  as  well  as  the  mind  is  not  education ;  it  is 
impoverishment  of  the  whole  being.  Health  is  the  base, 
intellectual  power  4nd  graces  of  character  are  the  superstruc- 
ture. If  the  foundations  are  weak,  the  whole  structure  faiJs 
and  falls  to  the  ground.  What  is  an  education  worth,  what 
is  a  knowledge  of  subjects  worth,  if  obtained  at  the  expense 
of  health  and  strength  and  energy?  The  care  of  the  child's 
body  is  a  precious  trust.  Upon  its  well-being  depend  his 
happiness  and  success.  Therefore  my  interest  and  efforts 
will  be  concentrated  as  much  upon  his  welfare  in  this  direc- 
tion as  upon  his  intellectual  progress.

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VENTILATION . 

'•The  very  idea  oi  a  modern  school  implies  a  spacious,  light,  airy,  attrac- 
tive, and  well-equipped  sehoolhouse." — Dutton. 

''Physical  health  and  comfort  as  regards  fresh  air,  light,  and  sanitation 
bear  so  intimate  a  relation  to  the  intellectual  and  moral  aims  of  the  school 
that  loo  much  emphasis  cannot  be  placed  upon  that  which  constitutes  phys- 
ical environment.-' — Dutton. 

"If  we  were  asked  to  drink  foul  water  or  eat  decomposing  food,  we  should 
at  once  refuse,  but  we  frequently  inhale  air  which  is  fouler  than  the  dirtiest 
ditch  water,  and  nearly  as  offensive  as  a  rotten  egg." — Newsholme. 

'"It  is  in  the  highest  degree  unfair  to  expect  the  brains  of  children  to  be  in 
active  exercise  of  their  functions,  while  they  are  provided  with  blood  which 
is  vitiated  by  respiratory  impurities,  and  are  thus  kept  in  a  species  of  men- 
tal fog." — Newsholme. 

"The  prerequisites  to  the  most  vigorous  vitality  are:  first,  abundance  of 
pure  air;  second,  proper  and  sufficient  exercise;  third,  the  best  of  food. 
I  Jut  the  first  in  importance  is  air  in  adequate  quantity  and  purity." — Wogd- 
kridge. 

''ft  would  well  repay  one  to  visit  some  of  the  school  buildings  to  which 
new  systems  of  ventilation  have  been  applied,  ft  would  be  t'ouud  that  the 
principal  cause  of  headaches,  of  the  physical  and  mental  exhaustion  so  com- 
monly complained  of  by  teachers  had  been  removed." — Rufus  R.  Wade. 

"Good  ventilation,  lighting,  and  warming  of  a  school-room  will  augment 
the  capacity  of  attention  of  the  pupils  by  at  least  one-fifth."— Sir  Edwin 
Chad  wick. 

"Any  scheme  of  ventilation  will  prove  a  failure  if  not  intelligently  man- 
aged."—Quoted  in  7th  Annual  Report  of  Maine  State  Board  of 
Health. 

"Any  system,  if  it  is  good  for  anything,  must  be  supervised  by  a  compe- 
tent man."— Burr  age  and  Bailey. 

My  experience  has  forced  me  to  the  conclusion  that  effi- 
cient work  in  our  schools  and  successful  careers  of  our  chil- 
dren depend  first  of  all  upon  their  physical  health  and  phys- 
ical environment.  These  conditions  arc  fundamental  and  in- 
dispensable. The  schools  ought  to  be  characterized  by  good 
light,  fresh,  air,  and  attractive  surroundings.  The  embodi- 
ment of  these  ideas  are  distinctive  elements  of  modern  edu- 
cation and  are  among  the  most  salutary  evidences  of  educa- 
tional progress  in  the  19th  century.  I  will  confine  myself 
for  the  present,  in  this  article,  to  only  one  of  these  consid- 
erations, viz.,  ventilation. 
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Most  people  know  that  the  constituents  of  air  are  approx- 
imately 20  parts  ox}^gen  and  80  parts  nitrogen.  But  beside 
these  two  substances  there  are  also  carbonic  acid — usually 
about  .03  or  .04  of  1  per  cent.,  water  vapor,  and  several  oth- 
er substances,  as  have  been  discovered  recently.  After  pure 
air  has  been  through  the  lungs  the  oxygen  has  been  de- 
creased about  one-fifth  and  carbonic  acid  increased  a  hun- 
dred fold. 

It  was  once  taught,  and  now  usually  thought,  that  car- 
bonic acid  was  the  sole  cause  of  the  unpleasant  results  of 
foul  air.  But  it  has  been  shown  by  experiment  that  air  con- 
taining chemically  pure  carbonic  acid  is  not  very  disagree- 
able to  breathe.*  The  noxiousness  of  air  in  an  ill-ventilated 
room  is  due  much  more  to  organic  substances,  given  off  part- 
ly by  the  lungs  and  partly  by  the  skin.  This  constituent  of 
vitiated  air  is  very  poisonous.  It  has  been  injected  in  its 
free  state  into  animals  and  caused  almost  instant  death.  | 
"Our  own  breath  is  our  greatest  enemy." 

In  crowrded  assembly  rooms,  churches,  halls,  &c,  some 
have  been  known  to  faint,  others  to  suffer,  headache,  dizzi- 
ness, and  nausea.  A  week  ago,  while  I  was  observing  a  re- 
citation in  a  room  where  the  air  was  foul,  a  little  girl  burst 
out  crying  and  said  with  a  look  of  great  distress,  "Teacher, 
I  am  sick  to  my  stomach."  The  teacher  wisely  advised  her 
to  go  out  and  get  some  fresh  air.  She  did  so ;  in  about  five 
minutes  she  returned  with  a  happy  countenance  and  went  to 
work  as  cheerfully  as  if  nothing  unusual  had  happened. 

If  vitiated  air  contains  matter  that  is  so  poisonous  and 
therefore  so  deleterious  to  the  health,  investigation  ought  to 
prove  that  the  health  of  children  is  impaired  by  attendance  at 
school  in  buildings  not  properly  constructed.  Exactly  that 
result  has  been  obtained. 

In  Denmark  a  few  years  ago  17,595  boys  and  11,646  girls

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were  examined.  It  was  found  that  31  per  cent,  of  the  boys 
and  40  pei-  cent,  of  the  girls  suffered  with  chronic  ill  health, 
whereas  80  per  cent,  of  the  boys  and  75  per  cent,  of  the 
girls  were  absolutely  well  when  they  entered  school.  In 
Sweden  a  similar  investigation  was  made  and  a  higher  pel- 
c<  ntage  of  ill  healt  h  was  found — 48.6  per  cent,  of  the  boys 
and  65.7  per  cent,  of  the  girls. 

in  the  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health.  Mich.,  many  instances  are  given  which  prove  con- 
clusively that  pupils  and  teachers  have  seriously  suffered  as 
the  result  of  being  confined  in  rooms  provided  with  no 
means,  or  insufficient  means  of  ventilation.  The  situation 
was  intensified  by  the  contrast  of  conditions  dn  buildings 
properly  ventilated.  The  case  of  one  boy  will  serve  to  illus- 
trate all: 

"In  every  instance,  for  four  years,  he  /ailed  rapidly  when  confined  for 
only  three  hours  per  day  in  the  vile  atmosphere  of  this  room ;  and  in  every 
instance  he  improved  rapidly  when  transferred  from  it  to  the  open  air." 

Quotations  from  other  reports  : 

"A  few  years  ago  the  teacher  in  District  No.  7  was  taken  ill,  carried  house, 
and  died  in  a  few  days.  Bad  ventilation  and  overwork  played  an  impor- 
tant part  in  this  case.  Headache  is  a  frequent  complaint  in  our  schools." — 
Reported  by  a  Physician. 

"The  teacher  in  that  room  had  a  haggard  look,  and  many  children  had 
frequent  headache." 

"Some  teachers  do  all  they  can,  others  forget  that  'a  cold  blast  slayeth  like 
a  sword'  and  think  as  long  as  it  is  cold,  it  must  be  pure,  so  let  it  in.  " 

We  find  that  domestic  animals  are  affected  in  the  same 
way  by  mephitic  air.  The  Maine  Report  referred  to  above 
quotes  from  Parkes  as  follows  : 

"Formerly  in  the  French  army,  the  mortality  among  the  horses  was 
enormous.  Ros3igriol  states  that,  previous  to  1836,  the  mortality  of  the 
French  cavalry  horses  varied  from  180  to  197  per  1,000  per  annum.  The  en- 
largement of  the  stable?.,  and  the  'increased  quantity  of  the  rations  of  air,' 
reduced  the  loss  in  the  next  ten  years  to  68  per  1,000.  In  1862-66  the  rate  of 
death  was  reduced  to  27  1-2  per  1,000,  and  officers"  horses  to  20." 

Many  more. citations. could  be  given,  some  that  have  come 
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under  my  own  observation,  but  I  am  restricted  by  the  limits 
of  this  report. 

Nature  has  been  kind,  or  unkind,  enough  to  provide  a  way 
for  enduring  unsatisfactory  ventilation  if  not  too  extreme  : 
for  some  people  can  become  somewhat  accustomed  to  such 
conditions  and  not  be  aware  that  they  exist.  There  are 
teachers  who  can  live  in  a  foul  atmosphere  with  a  tempera- 
ture of  78°  or  80c  and  not  be  conscious  that  anything  ,  is 
wrong  or  not  sufficiently  so  to  do  anything  to  improve  mat- 
ters, though  the  means  are  at  their  disposal!  The  faces  of 
such  people  do  not  glow  with  the  blush  of  health. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth  have  come  to  the  rescue.  Now  no  new  school  can 
be  constructed  without  the  approval  of  the  state  inspector 
in  its  provisions  for  ventilation.  According  to  these  laws 
ventilation  and  heating  are  made  to  co-operate ;  thus  artifi- 
cial ventilation  is  secured,  whereby  pure,  fresh,  out-door  air 
is  brought  into  the  schoolroom  in  abundance  and  sufficiently 
warmed  for  comfort.  This  is  a  great  boon  for  the  children, 
and  their  health  improves  to  a  marked  degree  when  they 
have  the  advantage  of  it  after  being  subjected  to  the  opposite 
conditions. 

When  natural  ventilation  is  sought  by  means  of  windows, 
cold  drafts  expose  the  children  to  the  attack  of  diseases  quite 
as  serious  as  those  from  which  they  escape  thereby.  They 
seem  worse  indeed  because  they  act  more  quickly.  So  the 
choice  must  frequently  be  made  between  the  lassitude  of  a 
slow  poison  and  the  stab  of  the  dagger-like  draft. 

The  state  compels  us  to  supply  ample  provisions  for  fresh 
air,  but  it  cannot  very  well  oblige  us  to  utilize  them.  So  we 
sometimes  have  the  anomaly  of  perfect  apparatus,  costing 
hundreds  or  thousands  of  dollars,  and  iailure  to  use  it  in 
any  adequate  manner.  Thus  the  laws  to  some  degree  be- 
come nullified.    Society  in  general  has  not  kept  pace  in  civ- 
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ilization  with  the  legal  enactments  of  legislatures.  Only  in- 
dividuals appreciate  fully  the  value  of  these  requirements. 
A.S  a  result  there  is  great  reluctance  to  face  the  cost  of 
heating  the  quantity  of  air  which  can  be  admitted  through 
the  apparatus  supplied. 

But  Rufus  R.  Wade,  Chief  Mass.  District  Police,  says  in 
his  last  report:  uIt  should  be  remembered  that  pure  air, 
which  is  absolutely  essential  to  good  health,  can  be  supplied 
to  the  pupils  in  our  schools  at  a  moderate  cost."  Within 
certain  limits  it  costs  less  to  heat  an  abundance  than  an  in- 
sufficient quantity  of  air,  according  to  the  well-known  prin- 
ciple that  live  fresh  air  heats  much  more  readily  than  dead 
air  and  because  there  is  something  to  heat.  Beyond  these 
limits  it  does  involve  an  additional  outlay.  But  no  invest- 
ment could  be  more  profitable  than  money  expended  in  this 
way,  as  Prof.  Woodbridge  of  the  Mass.  School  of  Technol- 
ogy has  shown.  Allow  me  to  quote  from  an  article  written 
by  him  : 

"We  have  found  that  the  impoverished  air  sometimes  tolerated  as  tolera- 
ble in  our  schoolhouses  reduces  the  brilliancy  of  a  candle  flame  five  per  cent 
below  normal.  A  gain  of  something  like  20  per  cent  has  been  unofficially 
reported  as  one  of  the  results  of  greatly  improved  sanitation  made  within 
the  last  ten  years  on  the  school  buildings  of  Chicago.  A  badly  housed  and 
wretchedly  ventilated  department  of  a  well  known  scientific  school,  whose 
location,  to  spare  its  managers  public  mortification,  must  be  unnamed,  when 
moved  into  new,  light,  and  airy  quarters  is  reported  to  have  made  a  gain  of 
from  15  to  20  per  cent,  in  yearly  work  accomplished.  The  several  divisions 
of  the  Pension  Bureau  of  the  United  States  Government  were  at  one  time 
located  in  as  many  detached  and  scattered  buildings  in  Washington.  They 
are  now  quartered  in  one  large,  roomy,  well  lighted  and  well  aired  building. 
Under  the  old  conditions  about  18,000  days  of  labor  per  year  were  lost  to  the 
government  through  illness  in  the  clerical  force  of  that  one  Department. 
Under  the  improved  conditions  now  existing,  and  notwithstanding  the  in- 
creased force  of  employees,  but  about  10,000  days  are  lost  through  illness— a 
gain  of  8.000  working  days,  or  27  years,  to  say  nothing  about  the  correspond- 
ing increase  in  the  working  capacity  of  the  entire  clerical  force." 

He  does  not  claim  that  these  results  are  so  arithmetically 
exact  as  they  are  suggestive  of  the  causes  of  good  and  ill 
health  and  the  costliness  of  debilitated  powers. 
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By  a  perfectly  reasonable  argument,  too  long  to  reproduce 
here,  he  shows  that  there  is  a  profit  of  at  least  250  per  cent, 
on  the  fuel  investment  for  ventilation.  There  is  not  includ- 
ed .in  tliis  consideration  "the  lowered  vitality,  increased  lia- 
bility to  disease,  its  greater  severity  when  it  comes,  the  cost 
of  medical  attendance,  the  apothecaries'  profit,  the  time  of 
others  given  to  the  sick.'* 

He  says,  4 -The  time  has  come  to  stop  the  too  common  and 
ill-considered  questioning  about  the  cost  of  fresh  air  and  to 
press  home  the  criminal  costliness  of  bad  air." 

To  protect  Prof.  Woodbridge  from  the  charge  of  being  a 
theorist,  the  usual  flippant  accusation  against  one  who  has 
any  real  knowledge  of  the  subject,  I  will  say  that  he  was  em- 
ployed to  supervise  the  ventilation  and  heating  of  the  reno- 
vated State  House  in  Boston  and  was  appointed  by  the  U.  S. 
Government  to  do  the  same  for  the  new  congressional  libra- 
ry in  Washington. 

The  facts  relating  to  ventilation  are  realities,  but  are  not 
usually  considered  so.  They  are  **in  the  air,"  and  ethereal 
entities  are  proverbially  elusive,  unrecognizable,  and  discred- 
ited. The  public  as  such  takes  no  notice  of  these  matters. 
Many  an  audience  to-day  is  crowded  into  a  church  or  a  hail, 
at  any  time  in  the  year,  with  windows  and  doors  shut. 
There  the  people  swelter,  try  to  keep  awake  and  be  good  na- 
tured,  filling  their  lungs  with  filth,  suffer  dizziness,  headache, 
and  even  faint  away.  They  rejoice  when  they  are  released. 
They  refresh  themselves  with  the  invigorating  air  outside. 
They  do  not  hold  a  public  indignation  meeting  and  vote  to 
arrest  the  sexton  or  the  janitor  who  deliberately  shut  them 
up  and  administered  poison  to  them.  I  doubt  not  that 
wilful  negligence  of  this  kind  will  some  day  be  considered 
just  ground  for  criminal  proceedings. 

In  many  directions  society  to-day  has  transcended  the  hab- 
its of  thought  and  action  of  a  former  age  to  the  unspeakable 
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amelioration  of  the  race,  but  in  this  direction  the  apathy  of 
people  is  astonishing.  Fortunate  indeed  that  benign  Law 
has  come  to  the  rescue  of  the  children.  The  importance  of 
this  matter  will  impress  itself  upon  their  attention.  The 
prospect  for  the  future  is  brighter. 

One  of  the  developments  of  the  20th  century  will  be  more 
stringent  laws  regarding  ventilation.  The  time  will  come,  I 
believe,  when  filthy,  tin  ventilated  electric  cars  will  not  be 
ailowed  to  invade  the  streets  of  the  new  civilization,  bearing 
their  seeds  of  disease  with  impunity ;  when  the  construction 
of  churches,  halls,  and  other  public  buildings  will  be  prohib- 
ited unless  adequate  provision  is  made  for  the  admission  of 
fresh  air ;  when  every  schoolhouse  will  be  filled  with  superb, 
invigorating  air  as  well  as  rosy,  hale,  and  happy  children. 
The  result  will  be  a  healthier  race,  a  higher  average  of  intel- 
ligence, and  a  higher  standard  of  morality,  for  all  these  at- 
tributes are  closely  correlated. 

The  points  in  this  article  to  be  especially  noted  are  : 

1.  Exhaled  air  contains  organic  elements  more  poisonous 
than  carbonic  acid. 

2.  Vitiated  air  slowly  but  surely  causes  ill  health  and 
sometimes  complete  collapse.  • 

3.  Pure  air  in  abundance  as  surely  produces  buoyant,  vig- 
orous health  and  is  conducive  of  decidedly  improved  mental 
activity  and  cheerfulness. 

4.  The  law  recognizes  the  importance  of  fresh  air,  ade- 
quate in  quantity  as  well  as  quality. 

5.  In  the  absence  of  artificial  ventilation,  the  resort  to 
natural  ventilation  through  open  windows  exposes  children 
to  dangerous  drafts. 

6.  In  artificial  systems,  abundance  of  out-door  air,  within 
certain  limits  and  under  certain  conditions  of  weather,  is 
more  easily  heated,  than  an  insufficient  supply. 

7.  Beyond  these  limits  the  additional  cost  is  more  than  jus- 
tified by  results  in  health  and  capacity  for  work. 


S.  To  utilize  artificial  systems  of  ventilation  to  their  full 
value,  requires  the  exercise  of  intelligence  on  the  part  of 
janitors  and  an  intelligent  and  sympathetic  interest  in  the 
important  results  of  their  work  on  the  minds  and  bodies  of 
the  children. 

PURE   AIR  FOR  HASTINGS,  CORTHELL,  AND 
BATES  SCHOOLS. 

The  majority  of  our  school  buildings  are  well  supplied 
with  modern  apparatus  for  ventilation,  heating,  and  sanita- 
tion. I  believe  that  but  few  towns  in  the  Commonwealth 
could  make  a  better  showing. 

There  are  several  buildings,  however,  which  need  renovat- 
ing in  these  respects.  Your  attention  was  called  in  my  last 
report  to  the  serious  lack  of  ventilation  in  the  Hastings  and 
the  Bates  schools.  Further  investigation  has  convinced  me 
that  the  need  is  about  as  urgent  in  the  Corthell  School.  I 
dm  constrained  to  urge  that  all  three  of  these  buildings  be 
supplied  with  effective  means  of  ventilation  as  early  as  pos- 
sible. A  visit  to  these  buildings,  particularly  in  the  after- 
noon, will  convince  any  one,  I  think,  of  the  correctness  of 
my  contention  in  this  matter. 

TEACHERS'  MEETINGS, 

General  meetings  have  been  held  about  once  a  month,  at 
winch  many  topics  are  discussed  incidentally,  but  during  the 
first  part  of  the  year  the  special  study  of  White's  Pedagogy- 
was  continued.  The  meetings  of  the  fall  term  were  devoted 
to  a  consideration  of  the  modern  aspects  of  teaching  arith- 
metic. 

Many  grade  meetings  were  held  as  there  was  need. 
During  the  fall  term,  beside  the  discussion  of  various  other 
matters,  we  have  thoroughly  studied  and  talked  over  quite 
informally  the  works  of  many  recent  writers  on  the  teaching 
of  number. 
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At  one  of  the  meetings,  held  in  the  Corthell  School,  the 
principal  illustrated  the  number  work  by  giving  a  teaching 
exercise  to  a  dozen  children.  This  was  valuable  in  promot- 
ing unity  of  work  and  in  furnishing  a  good  basis  for  discus- 
sion. 

The  teachers  have  continued  to  hold  by  themselves  month- 
ly grade  meetings,  much  to  their  own  benefit  and  to  that  of 
their  schools. 

CHANGES  OF  TEACHERS. 

I  am  glad  to  announce  that  but  very  few  changes  in  the 
corps  of  teachers  have  taken  place. 

Mr.  W.  C.  French,  principal  of  the  Dyer  School,  resigned 
in  June  to  accept  an  appointment  in  Haverhill.  His  success- 
or is  Mr.  A.  M.  Nickerson,  who,  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment, was  principal  of  a  school  in  Sandwich.  Mr.  Nickerson 
is  a  graduate  of  the  Manchester  High  School  in  Mass.,  and 
of  the  Bridge  water  Normal  School,  four  years'  course. 

Miss  Clara  E.  McGreevy,  of  the  Hastings  School,  resigned 
in  October  to  teach  a  school  in  Brockton.  Miss  Bertha  M. 
Willey,  assistant  in  the  Corthell  School,  grades  2  and  3,  was 
appointed  to  succeed  her.  Miss  Willey  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Duxbury  High  School  and  has  studied  one  year  at  the 
Bridge  water  Normal  School. 

Mrs.  Jennie  M.  Howe,  assistant  in  grades  1  and  2,  Reed 
School,  was  selected  to  take  charge  of  the  same  grades  in 
the  Dyer  building,  in  place  of  Miss  Anna  Hill,  resigned. 
Miss  Grace  L.  Morrison,  of  Brockton,  a  graduate  of  the 
Manchester,  N.  H.,  High  School  and  of  the  Salem  Normal 
School,  was  appointed  to  succeed  Mrs.  Howe  at  the  Reed 
School. 

MANUAL  TRAINING. 
I  want  to  com  mo;  id  to  your  attention  the  importance  of 
manual  training  as  a  part  of  our  school  work.    This  is  no 
'  intangible  theory  or  fad. 
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It  is  a  fact  that  manual  training,  or  well  directed  hand  work, 
is  a  form  of  expression,  co-ordinate  with  language  or  draw 
iug.    If  the  children  are  taught  to  use  their  hands  in  work 
that  is  supplementary  to  or  wisely  correlated  with  their  stud- 
ies, they  will  have  clearer  ideas  of  everything  they  do. 

Any  exercise  of  the  hand  which  embodies  in  some  form 
ideas  existing  in  the  mind  quickens  the  intelligence.  The 
hand  and  the  brain  are  closely  connected.  I  once  heard 
the  superintendent  of  the  Elmira  Reformatory  say  that  the 
lirst  step  in  the  reform  of  criminals  whose  intelligence  and 
moral  sense  were  almost  wanting,  was  to  give  them  some 
thing  to  do  or  make  with  their  hands.  The  result  al- 
ways was  that  the}7  grew  more  intelligent  and  became  more 
susceptible  to  moral  ideals.  The  intelligence  of  many  child 
ren  has  been  reached  in  this  way  when  they  have  been  per- 
fectly helpless  in  the  regular  work  of  the  schools.  Who  has 
not  observed  the  keen  intelligence  of  any  skillful  workman  ? 
His  work  reacts  upon  his  mind.  The  education  of  any 
of  us  would  have  been  broader,  more  adaptable  to  our 
needs  in  life,  if  we  had  been  trained  when  children  to  do 
better  work  with  our  hands.  But  it  never  occurred  to  our 
fathers  that  this  was  education. 

I  recommend  manual  or  motor  training,  therefore,  on 
grounds  of  utility  as  well  as  an  effectual  means  of  arousing 
the  intelligence.  By  this  training  a  child  will  be  better 
able  to  connect  himself  with  his  civilization  and  to  provide 
for  his  future  needs  in  life. 

We  have  made  some  attempts  in  this  line,  largely  in  con- 
nection with  our  drawing  and  number  work.  These  two 
branches  will  come  nearer  together  in  the  future.  It  is  an- 
other evidence  of  the  wide  reaching  utility  of  drawing  in 
our  schools.  The  children  have  done  some  paper  cutting 
and  construction  of  geometrical  forms  and  other  objects. 
F  trust  this  can  be  extended  to  some  kind  of  simple  wood 
wrork  in  the  future. 


I.  have  no  doubt  that  a  good  deal  that  is  done  m  the 
schools  impresses  the  superficial  observer  as  having  no  con 
neotion  with  education.  A  more  careful  investigation, 
however,  will  convince  him  that  the  endeavor  is  made  to 
strengthen  both  body  and  mind.  Physical  energy  and 
brain  power  are  needed  in  all  walks  of  life.  If  manual 
training  and  algebra  contribute  to  these  ends,  they  are  val 
uable  though  they  may  not  seem  to  be  directly  useful  in 
the  ordinary  occupations. 


PRIMARY  NUMBER. 

Until  recently  primary  number  work  has  been  most  un- 
satisfactory in  method  and  as  barren  in  results.  The  en- 
deavor was  made  to  teach  children  5  and  6  years  old  the 
facts  of  number  in  an  abstract  way  with  but  little  illustra- 
tion in  the  concrete.  The  mere  fact  that  objects,  like  horse- 
chestnuts,  or  blocks,  or  pegs,  were  used,  was  no  guarantee 
that  they  were  rationally  employed,  that  they  met  the  needs 
of  the  child  mind  or  corresponded  to  the  true  nature  of 
number. 

The  consequence  was  that  the  teaching  of  number  was  a 
slow  and  tedious  process.  Hence  a  reaction  set  in ;  many 
educators  advocated  the  banishment  of  number  from  the  first 
grade  altogether.  Some  went  so  far  as  to  recommend  that 
it  be  deferred  until  the  fourth  grade  is  reached. 

These  difficulties  and  uncertainties  have  brought  about  a 
most  thorough  study  of  the  nature  and  origin  of  number. 
It  is  apparent  that  methods  of  teaching  number  must  depend 
on  the  essence  of  number  itself  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
number  idea  is  evolved  in  the  child's  mind.  As  with  many 
other  subjects,  the  study  of  the  evolution  of  number  in  the 
history  of  mankind  is  an  aid  in  determining  what  course  to 
pursue  with  the  child.    The  struggles  of  the  race  will  gen- 
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orally  be  repeated  by  the  child.  Real  knowledge  of  num- 
ber is  an  organic  growth,  which  develops  naturally  and 
slowly  as  does  any  functional  activity.  A  child  may  repeat 
the  expression,  "two  and  three  are  rive,"  or  "two  in  six  are 
three,"  and  have  no  conception  whatever  of  numerical  oper- 
ations. Me  may  be  simply  learning  words,  as  he  would 
memorize  the  words  of  a  poem. 

Until  the  renaissance,  in  the  sixteenth  century,  people 
used  objects  a  great  deal  in  all  their  calculations.  At  this 
time  came  the  revival  of  learning  and  with  it  the  invention 
of  printing  and  the  introduction  of  the  Arabic,  or  more  prop- 
erly, the  Hindoo  notation.  Books  multiplied  and  people  be- 
gan to  think  that  all  knowledge  was  contained  in  books. 
Words  were  the  only  realities,  things  nothing.  Objects 
ceased  to  be  employed  in  the  use  and  the  teaching  of  num- 
ber. Thus  .was  the  conception  of  number  impaired.  Not 
until  late  in  the  eighteenth  century  was  there  a  return  to 
objects  as  an  aid  in  teaching  number. 

Pestalozzi  was  the  first  to  make  a  rational,  scientific  use 
of  objects  for  this  purpose.  A  century  and  a  half  have 
elapsed  since  his  birth,  and  we  are  not  much  more  than  even 
with  him  to-day.  Many  places  could  be  found  within  a  ra- 
dius of  20  miles  from  Boston  whose  number  work  savors  of 
16th  and  17th  centurv  methods. 

Fundamental  Principles. — "Sense-impression  is  the 
foundation  of  all  knowledge,"  a  dictum  of  Pestalozzi  and  a 
principle  which  lay  at  the  foundation  of  all  his  work.  Unless 
number  work,  in  all  its  phases,  is  based  upon  that  principle,  it 
will  fail,  as  will  any  other  subject  taught  to  children. 

Motor  training  is  another  fundamental  element  of  the 
process,  co-ordinate  with  sensory  training.  In  so  far  as  num- 
ber work  involves  the  co-operation  of  hands  and  senses,  it 
will  succeed  best  in  developing  clear,  clean-cut.  serviceable 
ideas.     We  should  not  ask  a  little  child  to  think  about  any 
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Dumber  operation  until  he  has  seen  it  by  working  it  himself 
in  a  variety  of  ways. 

Counting. — The  children  come  to  school  with  some  abil-i 
ity  to  count.  Hence  we  should  begin  there,  where  they  are. 
We  accept  the  view  of  Prof.  Phillips  that  simple,  spontaneous 
counting  is  the  first  step,  that  teaching  the  number  series- 
should  be  prior  to  any  attempt  to  teach  ratio,  advocated  ac- 
cording to  their  respective  methods  by  Speer,  McLellan  and 
Dewey,  and  others. 

Simple  and  Rational  Counting. — We  distinguish  (1) 
simple  counting,  of  an  indefinite  number  of  objects,  and  (2)  ra- 
tional counting,  of  particular  groups  of  objects.  By  the  first 
method,  we  have  the  pupil  count,  as  far  as  he  can  each  day, 
the  counters  on  the  numerical  frame  or  any  other  objects. 
By  the  second,  he  will  ascertain  the  number  of  objects  in 
any  group  not  exceeding  in  number  his  attainment  in  count>- 
ing.  That  is,  we  may  ask  him  to  tell  us  the  number  of  seats 
in  a  row  or  in  the  room,  or  the  number  of  nuts  in  a  group. 
The  two  methods  may  be  used  in  the  same  exercise.  But 
the  first  has  precedence  in  his  spontaneous  experience ;  the 
second  represents  a  little  more  advanced  stage  of  attainment 
and  is  exceedingly  valuable  in  gradually  bringing  into  con- 
sciousness the  relation  of  a  whole  to  its  parts  and  therefore 
as  the  introduction  to  the  exercise  of  "parting  and  wholing" 
— separating  a  whole  into  its  parts  and  recombining 
them — and  to  the  simple  operations.  The  first  method  has 
reference  to  no  particular  whole.  The  purpose  of  the  sec- 
ond is  to  measure  a  whole  by  counting  its  parts ;  it  is  count- 
ing with  a  definite  end  in  view. 

Change  of  Unit. — By  changing  the  unit  we  accustom 
the  child  to  seeing  and  using  number  in  its  two  aspects,  (1) 
as  a  unity  or  whole  consisting  of  a  manifold  of 
units  ;  (2)  as  a  constituent  unit  of  a  larger  unity.  "The  con- 
scious grasp  of  the  idea  must  come  from  the  rational  use  of 
the  idea." 
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The  results  of  this  work  are  far  reaching.  Ask  a  child  to 
count  the  objects  in  a  group.  Then  let  him  arrange  them 
in  groups  of  twos.  How  many  twos?  He  can  count  five, 
ten,  or  twenty  twos  as  easily  as  he  can  ones.  He  will  set* 
that  there  are  five  twos  in  ten,  although  we  may  not  at  first 
ask  him  that  question  in  the  abstract.  Let  the  counters  be 
arranged  in  threes,  then  fours,  or  tens,  thus  changing  the  unit 
each  time.  Two,  four,  or  ten  had  been  to  the  pupil  unities 
composed  of  ones,  now  they  each  become  constituent  units 
of  larger  unities.  Such  practice  will  lead  him  to  perceive 
the  relation  of  numbers.  Two  has  a  different  relation  to 
twelve  than  six ;  two  is  one  sixth  and  six  is  one  half  of 
twelve.  Thus  the  idea  of  ratio  will  be  gradually  evolved 
without  being  forced  upon  his  consciousness  prematurely. 
The  child  will  learn  also  to  recognize  the  number  of  objects 
in  a  group  at  a  glance  without  counting  the  ones. 

Applications. — The  pupil  should  be  asked  to  observe 
the  number  of  things  in  any  conventional  or  natural  group 
within  his  sphere  of  observation, — at  school,  at  home,  on  the 
street,  or  elsewhere.  The  actual  result  of  such  practice  is 
that  the  children  take  great  delight  in  telling  the  teacher,  or 
the  class,  or  their  parents  the  number  of  things  in  many  in- 
teresting combinations.  They  acquire  a  new  accomplish- 
ment :  number  experiences  will  be  real  and  vivid  to  them ; 
numeral  observation  will  be  cultivated. 

Manual  Number  Work. — In  learning  the  facts  of  nu- 
merical operations,  both  quantitative  and  qualitative  units 
should  be  employed.  The  former  include  the  inch,  the  foot, 
the  pint,  the  pound,  etc.  ;  while  the  latter  are  tooth-picks, 
nuts,  blocks,  pegs,  etc.  The  pupil  learns  to  use  the  foot-rule, 
the  yard-stick,  etc.  He  will  thus  have  experience  in  dis- 
tinctive manual  training  exercises. 

He  compares  sticks  of  various  and  exact  lengths.  He  sees 
that  a  5-inch  stick  is  as  long  as  a  2-in,  and  a  3-in.  stick; 
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that  when  the  2-in.  stick  is  taken  away,  the  3-in.  stick  is  left. 
If  he  works  these  exercises  himself,  and  uses  qualitative  ob- 
jects afterwards  for  the  same  operations,  he  will  have  a  re- 
freshingly clear  idea  that  5  inches  are  equal  to  2  inches  and 

3  inches,  that  5  inches  less  2  inches  are  3  inches  ;  that  5 
nuts  are  equal  to  2  nuts  and  3  nuts,  finally  that 
5==2-}-3  and  5 — 2=3.  Practical  problems  closely  connect- 
ed with  the  child's  experience  still  more  firmly  fix  these  facts 
in  mind. 

Fractions. — Again,  by  placing  two  6-in.  sticks  in  front 
of  his  ruler,  the  child  will  see,  not  only  that  12=6-j-6,  but 
also  that  6  is  one  half  of  12.  His  conception  of  a  half  will 
thereby  be  mathematically  correct,  and  the  truth  will  be 
more  clearly  impressed  upon  his  mind  than  when  illustrated 
by  the  qualitative  unit,  such  as  half  an  apple,  for  that  can 
never  be  exact. 

By  taking  the  foot  as  a  whole  and  measuring  it  with  6-in., 
4-in.,  and  3-in.  units,  the  relations  of  halves,  thirds,  and 
fourths  will  be  clearly  understood.  So  that  the  addition  of 
a  half  and  a  third  will  be  a  matter  of  sight,  not  of  faith. 
The  classic  problem,  then,  of  one-half  and  one-third  of  a  pie 
needs  have  no  terrors  for  the  primary  child. 

The  practical  results  of  this  quantitative  linear  work  are 
interesting  and  important.  It  is  found  that  the  children  be- 
come  skillful  in  estimating  the  sizes  of  things,  and  that 
practice  induces  the  habit  of  estimating  and  measuring,  quite 
analagous  to  their  activity  in  counting.  The  teachers  can 
tell  many  interesting  stories  of  what  the  children  say  and  do 
in  this  line. 

When  the  number  12  is  reached,  the  unit  of  square  meas- 
ure, the  square  inch,  is  used  in  place  of  the  linear  unit.  In 
the  higher  numbers  it  is  more  convenient;  a  rectangle 

4  in.  x  6  in.,  for  example,  is  easy  to  handle,  and  when 
marked  into  inch  squares  the  number  24  is    quite  readily 


recognized.  Working  with  these  units  gives  the  pupils  prac- 
tice in  estimating  surfaces.  By  the  manipulation  of  these 
objects  they  will  learn  the  elements  of  surface  measure. 

Thus  the  use  of  the  linear  and  the  square  units  is  laying 
the  foundation  for  the  advanced  work  in  linear  and  square 
measures  in  the  higher  grades.  The  same  provision  is  made 
for  weights  and  other  measures  by  introducing  the  appro- 
priate units  at  the  proper  time. 

Tens. — After  the  children  have  studied  10,  they  should 
themselves  make  bundles  of  ten  sticks  each  for  use  in  com- 
bining tens,  and  units  with  tens.  They  can  count  tens,  add 
tens,  and  perform  the  other  operations  with  tens  just  as  well 
as  they  can  units.  This  work  will  give  them  quite  an  out- 
look among  numbers  as  far  as  100  and  will  be  within  easy 
reach  of  pupils  in  the  second  grade,  provided  the  manual 
work  is  done  judiciously. 

Abstract  Work. — There  should 'be  constant  drill  upon 
the  operations  in  an  abstract  way  apart  from  the  use  of  ob- 
jects. For  this  purpose,  among  other  devices,  charts  are 
made  by  the  teachers  themselves.  Upon  these  are  placed 
various  combinations  of  figures,  arranged  according  to  the 
ingenuity  of  the  teacher  to  promote  rapid  work.  Charts 
are  utilized  also  for  the  graphic  illustration  of  tables.  All 
this  work  must  be  thorough  and  automatic.  Drills  on  the 
abstract  work  are  in  reality  a  review  of  the  facts  of  number 
which  the  pupil  has  previously  seen  and  worked  with  the 
various  kinds  of  objects.  Such  drills  usually  serve  as  an  in- 
troduction to  the  daily  recitation. 

Desk  Work. — At  their  seats,  the  pupils  are  busy  with 
construction  or  written  work  appropriate  to  the  grade.  Dur- 
ing the  first  year  they  are  occupied  almost  wholly  with  the 
construction  of  objects  which  illustrate  number,  using  for 
material  sticks,  pegs,  paper,  card  board,  etc* 

Figures. — Figures  are  subordinated  to  their  true  function 
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as  simply  the  expression  of  number  and  its  operations, 
They  are  no  more  number  themselves  than  letters  are  ideas, 
hi  the  first  grade  they  are  used  but  very  little,  the  work 
being  largely  of  a  manual  nature. 

The  fear  that  some  express  about  using  objects  too  long 
does  not  concern  us  much,  particularly  in  the  first  and  sec- 
ond grades.  In  any  grade  a  new  truth  should  be  taught  in 
the  concrete  whenever  possible.  No  doubt  that  the  kind  of 
object  teaching  which  has  been  frequently  practised,  has 
sometimes  been  overdone.  But  in  our  work  we  rest  securely 
on  the  Pestalozzian  idea:  "Teach  the  child  absolutely  noth- 
ing by  words  that  you  can  teach  him  by  the  things  them- 
selves." 

Neither  do  we  hesitate  to  recommend  number  for  the 
first  grade,  an  idea  which  has  been  so  commonly  scouted 
during  recent  years  by  some  reformers.  Where  the  work 
partakes  quite  largely  of  the  nature  of  counting  and  manual 
exercises,  it  is  found  to  be  adapted  to  the  child's  taste  and 
capacity  and  accords  with  the  ideas  of  sensory  and  motor 
training  which  the  protestants  advocate. 

We  have  endeavored  to  recognize  to  their  full  value  the 
ideas  concerning  the  nature  and  origin  of  number  contribut- 
ed to  recent  mathematical  literature  by  various  writers. 
They  have  all  expressed  important  truths  on  the  subject,  but 
no  one  has  expressed  the  whole  truth.  We  should  not  wish 
to  limit  ourselves  in  theory  or  in  practice  to  the  idea  of  Mc- 
Lellan  and  Dewey  that  number  arises  from  measurement,  or 
of  Speer  that  it  is  ratio,  or  of  Schubert  that  it  is  the  results 
of  counting,  or  of  De  Morgan  that  it  comes  by  intuition  if  I 
interpret  him  correctly.  But  they  have  each  treated  the 
subject  in  such  a  clear  and  masterly  manner  that  the  ideas 
of  all  wisely  applied  suggest  a  system  of  teaching  number 
which  approximates  the  true  method,  though  the  desired 
goal  may  never  be  reached.

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CONCLUDING  REMARKS. 

hi  this  report  I  have  endeavored,  in  eo  operation  witL  the 
committee,  to  set  forth  the  need  of  a  new  building,  and  to 
emphasize  in  general  the  importance  of  favorable  physical 
conditions  for  the  prosecution  of  successful  intellectual 
work.  Let  me  revert  particularly  to  the  recommendation 
for  new  heating  and  ventilating  appliances  in  the  Hastings, 
CorthelL  and  Bates  Schools. 

I  have  called  attention  also  to  the  value  of  manual  train- 
ing as  a  part  of  a  liberal  education.  As  one  writer  express- 
es it,  "The  pupil's  brain  is  not  all  in  his  head.'0  The  hand 
was  as  much  designed  to  express  ideas  of  the  mind  as  the 
violin  to  express  emotions  of  the  soul.  The  Creator  of  the 
one  should  be  as  able  to  succeed  as  the  inventor  of  the 
other. 

I  have  tried,  also,  for  the  benefit  of  the  teachers  and  those 
citizens  who  are  interested  in  educational  progress,  to  em- 
body in  systematic  form  the  principles  underlying  our  meth- 
ods of  teaching  number. 

I  call  attention  to  the  report  and  recommendations  of  the 
principal  of  the  High  School. 

The  supervisor  of  music  recommends  the  adoption  of  sup- 
plementary music  for  the  High  School.  The  supervisor  of 
drawing,  in  her  report,  notes  a  decided  improvement  in  the 
work  of  drawing  in  the  schools.  It  was  thought  best  not  to 
publish  these  reports  in  f  ull  this  year. 

Finally  I  wish  heartily  to  thank  the  committee,  the  teach- 
ers, and  the  citizens  for  their  co-operation,  without  which  I 
could  not  expect  to  make  my  services  very  effective.

CURRICULUM. 

The  Courses  of  Study  as  revised  in  1899  are  in  operation 
co-day  with  the  addition  of  Greek. 

The  number  of  pupils  taking  Greek,  13,  seems  a  sufficient- 
ly large  percentage  of  the  membership  of  the  school  to  just' 
fy  the  restoration  of  the  study  to  the  curriculum.    The  pros 
pect  is  that  the  number  will  be  increased. 


w 

Believing  that  a  Course  of  Study  is  intended  to  be  h 
guide,  subject  to  change  as  conditions  require  and  experi- 
ence proves  the  need,  we  have  not  followed  at  all  points  the 
strict  letter  of  the  course  as  outlined  in  the  report,  but  have 
modified  somewhat  and  recommend  other  modifications. 

Previously  Algebra  has  been  taken  in  the  Freshman  year 
and  again  in  the  Junior  year.  By  that  plan  our  pupils  have 
not  covered  the  ground  required  for  admission  to  higher  in- 
stitutions, nor  have  they  grasped  the  subject  as  desired. 
Therefore  the  class  entering  Sept.,  1 899,  has  taken  Algebra 
continuously  to  this  time,  i.  e.,  for  a  year  and  a  half  nearly. 

The  total  time  is  the  same  as  before,  but  the  class  has  cov- 
ered more  ground  and,  in  my  opinion,  covered  it  better  than 
have  classes  previously.  The  pupils  are  showing  a  usable 
knowledge  of  Algebra. 

It  has  been  customary  to  divide  the  Freshman  class  for 
work  in  Algebra  and  English  into  two  divisions  according 
as  the  pupil  took  Latin  or  English  course  of  study. 

The  present  Freshman  class  we  have  divided  into  three 
divisions,  not  merely  to  obtain  smaller  divisions,  but  to  give 
the  individual  pupil  a  better  opportunity  to  progress  as  he 
may  be  able  with  a  fair  amount  of  effort. 

I  am  much  pleased  so  far  with  the  work  of  teachers  and 
pupils. 

I  wish  we  could  divide  more  of  our  classes  in  like  man- 
ner. For  this  method,  I  believe,  is  a  step  toward  the  ideal — 
individual  instruction  and  guidance,  by  which  the  school  re- 
quirements are  better  adapted  to  the  capacity  and  needs  of 
each  pupil. 

English  in  particular  will  be  spoken  of  in  another  place. 

The  time  allotted  to  book-keeping  is  half  the  first  year  of 
the  English  course,  four  periods  a  week,  and  the  third  year, 
one  period  a  week. 

In  my  opinion  more  time  is  needed  in  the  first  year. 


The  more  or  less  unsatisfactory  results  coming  from  frag- 
mentary commercial  courses  in  the  smaller  high  schools,  the 
present  commercial  and  industrial  conditions,  forces  and  in 
fce  rests  of  our  country,  the  attention  now  given  to  the  value 
and  necessity  of  commercial  courses,  and  the  results  obtained 
in  secondary  schools  well  equipped  for  handling  such  cours- 
es— all  this,  and  more,  raises  the  question  whether  we  should 
attempt  a  commercial  course  large  enough  to  meet  the  tech- 
nical demands  of  business,  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  at  the 
same  time  furnish  opportunity  for  general  culture,  I  doubt 
not  that  a  commercial  course  can  be  arranged  that  will  give 
breadth  of  thought  and  training,  that  commerce  and  industry 
are  intellectual  pursuits,  and  that  the  necessities  of  Ameri* 
can  life  will  render  inperative  changes  in  the  substance  and 
method  of  high  school  work. 

There  is,  however,  a  question  of  expense  involved  in  this 
matter,  which  cannot  be  dealt  with  in  this  report, 

ENGLISH. 

Believing  that  of  all  the  studies  in  the  curriculum  the 
study  of  the  mother  tongue  is  the  most  important  and  that 
there  is  too  general  an  inability  to  spell  correctly,  to  read  in- 
telligently, to  use  grammatical  language,  and  to  express 
thought  in  clear,  forcible,  elegant  English,  we  have  for  more 
than  a  year,  laid  emphasis  on  this  study,  giving  special  at* 
tention  to  composition.  A  reversal  of  the  old-time  order  of 
work  in  composition,  in  accordance  with  the  method  becom- 
ing generally  approved,  is  bringing  greater  interest  and  more 
satisfactory  work  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 

I  believe  the  work  in  English  is  so  well  started  in  method 
and  direction  that  in  a  few  years  we  shall  be  proud  of  the 
work  done  by  our  pupils  in  this  study — provided  we  have  a 
teaching  force  large  enough  to  make  the  work  of  the  school 
throughout  departmental,  or  more  nearly  so  than  it  is  at 
present. 


And  I  doubt  not  that,  as  the  school  grows  in  number,  and 
methods  and  courses  of  study,  there  will  be  a  hearty  co-op- 
eration  of  forces  to  bring  about  any  relief  or  reform  needed* 

MUSIC, 

About  nine  tenths  of  the  pupils  take  part  in  singing. 
An  exercise  is  given  once  a  week  by  the  music  teacher. 
A  valuable  exercise  that  holds  the  attention  as  this  one- 
does  should,  I  believe,  have  more  time  allotted  to  it. 

DRAWING. 

This  exercise  comes  once  a  week  through  the  Freshman 
/ear.  Here,  again,  three  divisions  instead  of  two  are  giving 
better  satisfaction.  This  department  I  should  not  want  to 
be  without.    The  more  of  this  work  the  better. 

PUBLIC  EXHIBITION. 

It  has  been  customary  for  a  long  time  for  the  High  School 
to  appear  once  a  year  in  some  kind  of  literary  exercise, 
prize  declamation,  drama,  or  mixed  entertainment. 

It  has  been  thought  best  not  to  appear  this  year. 

I  will  mention  the  two  principal  reasons.  First,  the  pro- 
ceeds have  not  been  large  enough  to  encourage  the  effort. 
Second,  the  school  is  working  this  year  under  high  pressure 
and  it  did  not  seem  that  the  extra  work  ought  to  be  under- 
taken. Probably  the  exercise  can  be  given  next  year  with- 
out serious  hindrance. 

VISITATION. 
Since  the  opening  of  the  school  in  Sept.  last,  we  have  had 
fcwenty-oue  visitors  in  all.  It  is  a  very  pleasing  thing  to  me 
to  find  the  number  of  visits  increasing  And  in  this  connec- 
tion I  wish  to  say  it  is  also  a  pleasing  thing  to  find  a  spirit 
of  loyalty  in  those  who  have  been  pupils  in  the  school.  1 
meet  with  that  spirit  often.  I  believe  the  Association  of 
High  School  Graduates  will  do  much  to  foster  such  a  feeling.. 


PUPILS. 

We  are  striving  to  carry  out  your  designs  and  aims  in 
making  the  efforts  of  the  pupils  in  work  and  conduct  con 
ducive  to  the  welfare  of  the  individual  pupil  and  the  school 
as  a  whole. 

As  a  rule,  the  pupils  are  responsive  and  do  a  fair  amount 
of  work.  The  atmosphere  of  the  school,  I  believe,  has  not 
been  better.  It  may  be  that,  in  the  case  of  many  pupils, 
the  interest  would  be  greater  and  longer  time  would  be 
spent  in  school  if  more  of  our  studies  were  elective. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  well  for  us  to  consider  at  an  early 
date  the  advisability  of  introducing  electives. 

I  believe  an  end  of  education  at  public  expense  is  intelli- 
gent and  virtuous  citizenship,  that  the  aim  should  be  to 
reach  the  pupil,  to  call  out  personal  power  and  individ- 
uality, and  that  conservative  progress  means  genuine  im- 
provement. 

Whatever  hints  at  change,  therefore,  are  made  in  this  re- 
port, are  in  acordance  with  these  views  and  simply  invite 
your  attention  and  counsel. 

CONCLUSION. 
The  teachers  are  working  together  harmoniously,  with 
singleness  of  purpose,  and  an  expression  of  my  appreciation 
of  the  efforts  of  those  associated  with  me  does  not  seem  to 
me  out  of  place  here,
